On motion of Mr. Littleton, the foregoing report was concurred in and 
the Journal of the Senate for the Nineteenth Legislative Day was approved 
by the Senate. 
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INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of districts bills were introduced, severally read one time 
and referred to appropriate standing committees, as follows: 


By Mr. Bank: 


S. 831. To repeal Act No. 35, H. 55, 1971 Second Special Session 
(Acts of 1971, p. 4168) entitled, ‘‘An Act To apply in all counties of 
Alabama having populations of not less than 115,000 and not more than 
150,000 according to the latest or any subsequent federal decennial census 
and to remove all such counties from the operation of Act No. 476, H. 8, 
Beeles Session 1965, approved August 20, 1965, and all acts amendatory 
thereto.” 


Committee on Local Legislation No. 1. 
By Mr. Jones: 


S. 832. To repeal Section 56 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 
which provides for the immunity of members of the legislature from arrest 
under certain conditions. 


Committee on State Government. 


The above Bill was read a first time at length as required by the Con- 
stitution. 


By Mr. Teague: 


S. 833. Relating to all counties having a population of not less than 
65,000 nor more than 68,000 inhabitants according to the 1970 or any sub- 
sequent federal decennial census; to provide certain expense allowances for 
the members of the county commission of such counties. 


Committee on Local Legislation No. 1. 
By Mr. Teague (with notice and proof): 


S. 834. To alter or rearrange the boundary lines of the Town of Ash- 
ville, St. Clair County, Alabama, so as to include within the corporate 
limits of said town all territory now within such corporate limits, and also 
certain other territory in St. Clair County, Alabama.

Mr. Pearson, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Conservation, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, and they 
were severally read a second time and placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Fine: 


S. 13. To allow the Division of State Parks, Monuments and 
Historical Sites of the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources 
to advertise state-owned parks within and outside the State of Alabama. 


By Mr. Teague: 


S. 221. To entitle any person who is sixty-five years of age or older 
to camp in state parks for one-half the standard fees or charges for ad- 
mission and use of space and park facilities; and to authorize the director, 

arks division, of the department of conservation and natural resources, to 
issue and promulgate any reasonable rules and regulations necessary to 
implement the provisions of this Act. 


By Mr. Roberts: 


S. 307. To provide for the confiscation and sale of seafoods cargos 
where such cargos have been taken in violation of the laws and regulations 
pertaining to the harvest of seafoods, and for the disposition of the 
proceeds of such sales. 


Mr. Mitchell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Insurance, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Edwards: 


S. 777. To amend the Alabama Insurance Code, Act No. 407, H. 198 
of the Regular Session of 1971 (Acts 1971, p. 707), amending Section 171 of 
Chapter 8 thereof, so as to regulate further the issuance or the delivery of 
insurance contracts through the arrangements or facilities of a credit card 
facility or organization or through credit facilities of a retail merchandise 
establishment or department store. 


Mr. Mitchell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Insurance, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following bill 
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and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, with sub- 
stitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Ellis (With Substitute): 


S. 108. To regulate the settlement of insurance claims which are in 
dispute; to authorize the Commissioner of Insurance to appoint an ar- 
bitration party and to formulate, promulgate and issue such reasonable 
rules and regulations necessary to implement the provisions of this act. 


Mr. Mitchell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Insurance, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Shelby: 


S. 716. To provide a system of reinsurance to protect policyowners, 
insureds, beneficiaries, annuitants, payees and assignees in Alabama life 
insurance companies from default on any life insurance policy, life annuity, 
or supplementary contracts without life contingencies issued by any such 
company; to create a depository reinsurance trust fund for a portion of cer- 
tain assets of said companies in order to provide funds for such rein- 
surance; to prescribe what assets shall be approved for deposit in the rein- 
surance trust fund; to authorize and require the Insurance Commissioner 
to supervise the placing of company assets into such fund to meet the 
requirements of this Act; to authorize the Insurance Commissioner to 
transfer the life insurance policies, life annuities, or supplementary con- 
tracts to other Alabama companies if the insurer fails to deposit the 
required assets: to give the policyowners a first lien on all company assets 
in the event of such failure; to authorize the department to change and 
alter the policy forms to effect the transfer of such insurance and to sub- 
stitute non-participating insurance for participating insurance; keeping 
the face amount of the insurance intact; and to provide procedures for the 
supervision of the assets and activities of companies failing to comply with 
the terms of this Act. 


Mr. Mims, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, with 
substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the calendar, to- 
wit: 

By Mr. Mims (With Substitute): 


S. 283. To license and regulate under the provisions of this Act 
grain dealers engaged in the business of purchasing grain. 


Mr. Gilmore, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce, 
Transportation, and Utilities, reported that said committee, in session, 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the Senate 
with a favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and 
placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Ellis: 


S. 490. To amend Act No. 276, S. 170, 1971 Third Special Session 
(Acts of 1971, Ee 4543) (now appearing in Code of Alabama, Recompiled 
1958, Title 23, Section 64(17)-64(35) ) amending Sections III, IV, VI, VII, 
XI, XII, and XIII of such act known as the ‘Highway Beautification 
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Act—Outdoor Advertising”; so as to provide control of outdoor ad- 
vertising signs outside of an urban area beyond 660 feet of the right-of-way 
of interstate or primary highway systems; to provide for Court 
proceedings, evidentiary matters and procedures; to provide for just com- 
pensation for removal of such signs; to provide for a permit fee for the erec- 
tion of such signs; and to provide penalties for violations. 


By Mr. Teague: 


S. 518. To remove all water works systems having 100 customers or 
less from regulation by the Public Service Commission. 


By Mr. Vacca: 


S. 573. TO AMEND Section 8 of Act No. 516 enacted at the 1955 
Regular Session of the Legislature of the State of Alabama, as amended, 
relative to Medical Clinic Boards (codified as Section 11-58-10 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975), to provide that the principal amount of any refunding 
bonds that may be issued, shall not exceed the principal of the bonds to be 
refunded, any expenses estimated to be incurred in connection with such 
refunding and interest (accrued or to accrue) to the respective maturity 
dates of the bonds to be refunded or, if the bonds to be refunded are to be 
called for redemption, either on the earliest date on which under their 
terms they may be redeemed or some later date or dates, the interest 
(accrued or to accure) on the bonds to be refunded to the date or dates on 
which they are to be called for redemption, plus the amount of any 
redemption premium required by their terms to be paid as a condition to 
their redemption prior to their respective maturities. 


Mr. Gilmore, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce, 
Transportation, and Utilities, reported that said committee, in session, 
had acted on the following bill and ordered same returned to the Senate 
with a favorable report, with substitute, and it was read a second time and 
placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Teague (With Substitute): 


S. 606. To require persons or companies bidding on asphalt plant 
mix to be sold to the State of Alabama to be licensed contractors as set out 
in Code of Alabama 1940, Title 46, Section 73, as amended, and requiring 
such asphalt plants to be inspected and certified by the Highway Depart- 
ment that it is capable of producing the amount required by the bid. 


Mr. Gilmore, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce, 
Transportation, and Utilities, reported that said committee, in session, 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the Senate 
with a favorable report, with amendment, and they were severally read a 
second time and placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Adams (With Amendment): 


S. 519. Relating to motor vehicle dealers; providing for the licensing 
of motor vehicle dealers, reconditioners, or rebuilders, and the wholesalers, 
providing for qualifications and fees; prescribing information to be in- 
cluded in application; requiring certain records to be kept; providing a 
pens: providing for suspension or revocation of license; requiring a 

ond or evidence of net worth; providing for severability; providing an ef- 
fective date. 


By Messrs. McCulley and McMillan (With Amendment): 


H. 320. To amend further Section 12 of Act No. 1, H. 46, Regular 
Session 1945 (General Acts of Alabama 1945, p. 1) entitled ‘‘An act to con- 
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serve natural resources of the State of Alabama and to prevent the waste 
thereof by providing for the regulation, control, and supervision of the 
drilling for and the production and use of oil and gas in the State of 
Alabama and to provide funds therefor by the levy of a charge of twenty- 
five dollars upon each well drilled in search of oil and gas in Alabama and a 
tax equal in amount of two percent of the gross value, at the point of 
production, of oil and gas produced in Alabama’’, approved May 22, 1945, 
as amended, so as to allow spacing in the case of irregular sections which 
exceed 640 acres and so as to allow the Board to designate drilling or 
production units of up to 160 acres or one governmental quarter section in 
the case of oil and 640 acres or one governmental section in the case of gas 
plus ten percent tolerance so as to allow for irregular sections, and to fur- 
ther allow the Board, after notice and hearing, to establish units in oil and 
gas pools not to exceed thirty (30) per cent greater than 160 acres or one 
governmental quarter section in the case of oil and 640 acres or one govern- 
mental section in the case of gas, provided such action is justified by suf- 
ficient technical data indicating that such acreage or lands in excess of the 
aforesaid limitations is being drained or is in imminent danger of being 
drained and that the owners of interests in such said excess acreage or land 
cannot otherwise receive their just and equitable share of production from 
the pool; further providing that each such owner shall pay his propor- 
tionate share of drilling and production costs. 


Mr. Roberts, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Govern- 
ment, reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the followin 
bills and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Messrs. Ellis, Vacca and Gilmore: 


S. 690. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, 
which if approved by the electors of the State would authorize the gover- 
ning body of any county of the State to establish, from time to time, in the 
manner prescribed in said amendment the salaries of each member of the 
governing body of the county. 


The above Bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


By Mr. Goodwin: 


S. 805. To authorize any incorporated city or town in the State to 
issue its warrants to provide funds to enable any airport authority whose 
incorporation it has approved to acquire, own and operate an airport in- 
cluding related facilities. 


By Mr. Goodwin: 


S. 806. To authorize and make provision for the incorporation of 
Airport Authorities as public corporations for the purpose of acquiring, 
constructing, enlarging, equipping, improving, maintaining, developing 
and operating airports, heliports, airport buildings and facilities, including 
offices, hangars, and facilities for airlines, and of constructing, acquiring, 
establishing, improving, extending, enlarging, reconstructing, equipping, 
maintaining, repairing and operating buildings, structures and facilities 
suitable for use as schools, recreation facilities, housing facilities, 
railroads, docks, wharves, warehouses, manufacturing plants, industrial 
plants, retail shopping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions, or for 
the conduct of any lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, 
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heliport or aircraft landing area owned or operated by any such Authority 
and leasing or letting such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide 
that in order for any such Authority to be organized, application must be 
made to the governing body of one or more counties and municipalities in 
Alabama, and permission for organization of such Authority must be 
obtained from each such governing body to which application is made; to 
provide for the selection of the directors and officers of each such 
Authority; to specify the powers of each such Authority; to endow each 
such Authority with eminent domain and zoning powers; to exempt each 
such Authority from laws, ordinances and regulations relating to zoning or 
relating to the advertising and award of construction or purchase 
contracts; to provide that any county, municipality or other political 
subdivision, public corporation, agency or instrumentality of this State 
may aid and cooperate with any such Authority in the planning, 
undertaking, acquisition, construction and operation of airports, heliports 
and air navigation facilities and may lend, give, donate, sell, convey or 
transfer to any such Authority money, property (including existing 
airports and airport facilities) or any right capable of transfer; to provide 
that no action or suit shall be brought or maintained against any such 
Authority or any director thereof for or on account of the negligence of the 
Authority or director or of its or his agents, servants or employees; to 
authorize the issuance by each such Authority of interest bearing revenue 
bonds payable solely out of the revenues, rent, income and funds of the 
Authority issuing such bonds; to specify provisions of such revenue bonds 
issued by any such Authority and to provide that such revenue bonds shall 
be deemed negotiable instruments; to provide that such revenue bonds 
issued by any such Authority may be secured by pledge of any of the 
revenues, rent, income and funds of the Authority issuing such bonds, 
whether the Authority’s right to such revenues, rents, income and funds 
then exists or may thereafter come into existence and by mortgage on any 
property of any such Authority whether then in existence or thereafter 
acquired; to provide that such pledge may be provided for in an indenture 
between the Authority issuing such bonds and a trustee or by resolution 
provicne for the issuance of the bonds; to provide that such pledges shall 

e valid and binding when made and effective against third parties without 
notice from the time a statement thereof is filed as provided in the Uniform 
Commercial Code; to provide that any such Authority may include in any 
indenture or resolution authorizing the issuance of such bonds provisions 
customarily contained in instruments securing evidence of indebtedness; 
to provide that bonds issued and contracts entered into by any such 
Authority pursuant to this Act shall not constitute or create a debt of the 
State or of any county or municipality within the State; to specify the uses 
to which the proceeds of revenue bonds issued by any such Authority may 
be put; to authorize the refunding of said bonds; to provide for remedies in 
the event of any default; to exempt from all taxation the bonds issued by 
any such Authority and the income therefrom and the property and income 
of any said Authority; to authorize the investment of any idle funds of any 
county or municipality within this State in bonds issued by any such 
Authority; to provide that bonds issued by any such Authority shall be 
legal investments for fiduciaries, savings banks and insurance companies; 
to authorize the publication of notice of the adoption of any resolution 
authorizing the issuance of bonds by any Authority and specifying the 
time after such publication within which actions and defenses may be 
asserted respecting such bonds, pledge and indenture and the proceedings 
authorizing the same; and to provide for the dissolution of any such 
Authority and the disposition of its property.

S. 687. To create an office of handicapped individuals within the 
rehabilitation division of the department of education which will provide 
certain programs and services for handicapped persons of the state. 


Mr. McDonald (S), Chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Education, reported that said committee, in session, fad acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable 
report, with amendments, and they were severally read a second time and 
placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Messrs. Ellis and McDonald (S) (With Amendments): 


S. 205. To require that after September 1, 1979, all principals shall 
be full-time principals and shall not be scheduled to teach more than one 
class period per day. 


By Mr. Mitchell (With Amendments): 


S. 268. Amend Section 9, Act 221, 1965 Special Session (Vol. I, pp. 
228) to provide that a majority of the members of a local textbook 
committee shall be classroom teachers. 


Mr. Littleton, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 1, reported that said committee, in session, had acted on 
the following bills and ordered same returned to the Senate with a 
favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on 
the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Folmar (with notice and proof): 


To alter, rearrange and extend the boundary lines and 
corporate limits of the City of Troy, in the County of Pike and State of 
Alabama; providing for the repeal of all laws or parts of laws in conflict 
herewith; and prescribing the time when this Act shall become effective. 


By Messrs. Whatley and Turnham: 


H. 779. Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
60,000 nor more than 65,000 inhabitants according to the 1970 or any 
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subsequent federal decennial census; regulating the compensation of 
members of the county board of education. 


By Mr. Wyatt: 


H. 860. Relating to all counties having a population of not less than 
150,000 nor more than 180,000 inhabitants according to the 1970 or any 
subsequent federal decennial census; fixing the total compensation, 
including expense allowances, for the sheriffs in such counties, payable out 
of the general funds of such counties.

H. 940. Relating to Blount County; to make it unlawful for any 
person to attempt to locate deer by shining any type of lighting device 
across fields, pastures and roadsides; prescribing penalties.

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is proposed, to become valid as a part of the Constitution when 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and upon 
proclamation by the Governor: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“The Legislature may by general, special, private or local laws 
authorize the formation in any manner of a public corporation for the 
development of the Buttahatchee River, its tributaries and watershed, for 
the purposes of navigation, water conservation and supply, flood control, 
irrigation, industrial development, public recreation, and related purposes, 
and may authorize the counties of Marion and Lamar and all municipalities 
lying within Marion and Lamar Counties to donate or contribute public 
funds to such public corporation and may authorize such public 
corporation to enter into contracts with the United States of America or 
any agency thereof, and with the several states or political subdivisions 
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thereof, and with other public or private corporations organized within any 
of the several states, for the development of Buttahatchee River 
Watershed, and may authorize such public corporation to acquire by 
purchase, construction, lease, gift, condemnation, or otherwise, property 
of any kind, real, personal or mixed, to mortgage or sell its property and to 
issue revenue bonds and other revenue securities payable solely out of 
revenues accruing to such public corporation, and may exempt such public 
corporation from all taxation in the State of Alabama, and may grant such 
public corporation all other powers and privileges which may be necessar 
and proper for the full development of said Buttahatchee River Watershed. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to authorize the acquisition by eminent 
domain of any real property or interest therein previously dedicated to 
public use. The provisions of Sections 106, 222 and 225 of the Constitution 
of Alabama shall not apply to any public corporation which may be 
organized pursuant to enabling legislation herein authorized or to any 
revenue bonds and other revenue securities at any time issued by such 
public corporation. Such public corporation shall be deemed a political 
subdivision of the State of Alabama. Nothing herein shall authorize any 
such public corporation to engage in or finance, directly or indirectly, the 
production, transmission, or sale of electric power. The area comprising the 
Buttahatchee River Watershed shall include such land defined in enabling 
legislation herein authorized as shall lie within the counties of Marion and 
Lamar. Any such law as herein authorized which has been heretofore 
enacted for which no notice and proof of publication was submitted as 
required by Section 106 of the Constitution is hereby validated and 
confirmed.” 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from the 
final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of 
the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title

while under anesthesia or within twenty-four hours following anesthesia or 
any other diagnostic or therapeutic procedure, (1) in any prison or penal 
institution, (m} when in police eustods , (n) when a body is to be cremated, 
dissected or buried at sea, (o) unclaimed bodies, and (p) when a dead body 
is brought into this State without proper medical certification; that in

(6) years from the date of their appointment and their successor shall be 
appointed for a term of six (6) years. 
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“Section 187. Armory Commission, a corporate body The 
commission above named may, by filing with the Secretary of the State of 
Alabama, become a public body and a body corporate when the members of 
the commission shall present to the Secretary of State of the State of 
Alabama an application signed by them which shall set forth the name, 
official designation and official residence of each of the members of said 
commission, together with a copy of the appointment by the governor 
evidencing their right to hold office, the date and place of induction into 
and the taking of the oath of office, and that they desire the commission to 
become a body corporate and politic under this chapter, the name which is 
proposed for the corporation; the location of the principal office of the 
proposed corporation and any other matters relating to the incorporation 
which the members may choose to insert not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of the State of Alabama.

To amend further section 91 of Title 36, Code of Alabama (1940), 
which authorizes the Director of the Highway Department to issue special 
permits for movement of certain oversized and overweight vehicles and 
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loads on the state highway system and to collect fees for the issuance of 
such permit. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 91 of Title 36, Code of Alabama (1940), is further 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 91. Permits for excess weight and dimension. 


“The Director of the highway department may issue special permits, 
without cost to the applicant therefor, in isolated cases only, for the 
movement of oversize, overweight, or overlength commodities, which 
cannot be reasonably dismantled, and for the operation of such super 
heavy or oversized motor trucks, or semi-trailers, whose gross weight 
including loads whose height, width, or length may exceed the limits 
prescribed in this article, or which in other respects fail to comply with the 
requirements of this chapter, as may be reasonably necessary for the 
transportation thereof, said permits shall be issued and may be renewed 
upon such terms and conditions, in the interest of public safety and the 
preservation of the highways as the director of the highway department 
may in his discretion require, and he may designate the route over which 
such commodities may be transported, and hours of movement, provided 
that no county roads are included in said route. He may, in his discretion, 
require as a condition to the issuance of any such permit that the applicant 
give bond, with or without surety, to indemnify the state against damage 
to roads or bridges resulting from the use thereof by the applicant, the 
operation of motor trucks, tractors, or semi trailers in accordance with the 
terms of such permit shall not constitute a violation of the provisions of 
this article provided the operator thereof shall have in his possession said 
permit, or a copy thereof, authenticated as the director may require. 


“(a) General. 


“The Highway Director or the official of the Highway Department 
designated by the Director may, in his discretion, upon application and for 
good cause being shown therefor, issue a permit in writing an the 
applicant to operate or move upon the state’s public roads a vehicle or 
combination of vehicles and oad whose weight, width, length, or height, 
or combination thereof, exceeds the maximum limit specified by law; 
provided, that the load transported by such vehicle or vehicles is of such 
nature that it is a unit which cannot he readily dismantled or separated, 
and further provided that no permit shall be issued to any vehicle whose 
operation upon the public roads of this state threatens to unduly damage a 
road or any appurtenances thereto. 


‘Permits may be issued on application to the Department to persons, 
firms, or corporations. The Highway Director shall promulgate reasonable 
rules and regulations which are necessary or desirable governing the 
issuance of such permits; provided such rules and regulations are not in 
conflict with the provisions of this Title and other provisions of law. 


“‘The original copy of every such permit shall be carried in the vehicle 
itself and shall be open to inspection by any police officer or state trooper 
or authorized agent of the Highway Department. 


“The application for any such permit shall specifically describe the 
type of permit applied for, as suid types of permits are described in 
subsection (b), and the application for a single trip permit in addition shall 
describe the points of departure and destination. 
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“The Highway Director or the official of the Highway Department 
designated by the Director is authorized to withhold such permit, or, if 
such permit is issued, to establish seasonal or other time limitations within 
which the vehicles described may be operated on the public road indicated, 
or otherwise to limit or prescribe conditions of operation of such vehicle, 
when necessary to assure against undue damage to the road foundation, 
surfaces or bridge structures, and require such undertaking or other 
security as may be deemed necessary to compensate the state for any 
injury to any roadway or bridge structure. 


“For just cause, including, but not limited to, repeated and consistent 

pert violations, the Highway Director or an official of the Highway 

epartment designated by the Director, may refuse to issue, or may 
cancel, suspend, or revoke the permit of an applicant or permittee. 


‘“(b) Duration and limits of permits. 


“(1) Annual. The Highway Director or the official of the Highway 
Department designated by the Director, may pursuant to the provisions of 
this section issue an annual permit which shall permit the vehicle or 
combination vehicle and load to be operated on the state highway system 
of this state for 12 months from the date the permit is issued even though 
the vehicle or its load exceeds the maximum limits specified in this Article. 


‘Provided, that an annual permit shall not authorize the operation of 
a vehicle including all enforcement tolerances (a) whose total gross weight 
exceeds 150,000 pounds,provided further that gross weights over 100,000 
pounds shall require advance routing by the Highway Department; (b) 
whose single axle weight exceeds 22,000 pounds; (c) whose total length 
exceeds 75 feet, with the exception of mobile homes whose nett 
limitations, including towing vehicle, shall be 85 feet; (d) whose total width 
exceeds 120 inches or whose load width exceeds 144 inches, with the 
exception of mobile homes whose width limitation shall be 168 inches. 
However, mobile homes whose width exceeds 144 inches shall require 
advance route approval by the Highway Department; or (e) whose height 
exceeds 14 feet, provided, however, that a permit to operate a vehicle 
which exceeds the statutory limits of height, weight, width, or length shall 
be issued only on condition of payment of an indemnity bond or proof of 
insurance protection for $300,000 said bond or insurance protection 
conditioned: for payment to the Highway Department to be held in trust 
for the benefit of the owners of bridges and appurtenances thereof, traffic 
signals, signs, or other highway structures damaged by a vehicle operating 
under authority of such over height permit. The liability under the bond or 
insurance certificate shall be contingent upon proof of negligence or fault 
on the part of the permittee, his agents, or operators. 


“(2) Single Trip. The Highway Director may issue a single trip 
permit, pursuant to the provisions of this section, to any vehicle. 


“(c) Fees. The Highway Director may promulgate rules and 
regulations concerning the issuance of permits and charge a fee for the 
issuance as follows:

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Paragraph 12 of Section 10-105 of Act No. 549, Acts of 
Alabama, 1965 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


(12) Section 619 of Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, is 
further amended to read as follows: No mortgage, deed of trust, contract 
or conditional sale, or other instrument of like character which is given to 
secure the payment of any debt, which conveys any real or personal 
property situated within this state, or any interest therein, or any security 
agreement or financing statement provided for by the Uniform 
Commercial Code, except a security agreement or a financing statement 
relating solely to security interests in accounts, contract rights or general 
intangibles, as such terms are defined in the Uniform Commercial Code, 
shall be received for record or for by filing in the office of any judge of 
probate of this state unless the following privilege or license taxes shall 
have been paid upon such instrument before the same shall be received for 
record or for filing: 


(a) Upon all such instruments which are executed to secure or to 
evidence the securing of an initial indebtedness which shall not exceed one 
hundred dollars, there shall be paid the sum of fifteen cents, and upon all 
instruments which shall be executed to secure or to evidence the securing 
of an initial indebtedness of more than one hundred dollars there shall be 

aid the sum of fifteen cents for each one hundred dollars of such initial 
indebtedness, or fraction thereof. 


(b) If any part of the indebtedness which the mortgagor or debtor in 
any instrument conveying any real property situated within this state, or 
any interest therein (other than fixtures under the Uniform Commercial 
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Code) is authorized to incur under the terms of the instrument has not 
been, or will not be, presently incurred, at the time such instrument is 
offered for record, the tax shall be paid on the amount of indebtedness 
presently incurred, and the department of revenue, upon the petition of the 
owner of any such instrument, or upon the petition ofthe agent or attorney 
of such owner, shall ascertain to its own satisfaction the amount then 
taxable, and the amount to be incurred thereafter, and determine the 
amount upon which the tax shall be paid at the time such instrument is 
offered, and shall endorse its findings on such instrument. Upon the 
presentation of such instrument with such endorsement thereon, the judge 
of probate of any county in which the instrument is offered, upon the 
payment of the tax upon the amount so ascertained by the department of 
revenue, and the recording fees of the probate judge, shall accept the same 
for record. The department of revenue shall also require the owner of such 
instrument to execute a bond, in an amount sufficient to secure the state 
the privilege tax to become due and payable under this section upon the 
amount of the indebtedness to be incurred thereafter, such bond to be 
approved by the department of revenue and payable to the state of 
Alabama, and conditioned that the owner of such instrument will promptly 
report to said department of revenue and to the probate judge of the 
county where said instrument is first filed for record, whenever such owner 
or his successor in interest incurs any additional indebtedness thereunder, 
and the amount so incurred; and that the said owner of such instrument 
will pay or cause to be paid to the judge of probate of the county in which 
said instrument is first filed the privilege or license tax required under this 
section, upon the accrual of any additional indebtedness, and the said 
owner of such instrument will report to the said probate judge and the 
department of revenue during the month of September of each year the 
amount of all indebtedness and all bonds, debentures, note or other form of 
indebtedness, incurred or certified and delivered under said instrument to 
such date, and the amount so certified and delivered during the preceding 
twelve months, and the aggregate of all such evidence of indebtedness 
certified and delivered under such instrument prior to such year. The bond 
executed to secure payment of the tax herein required shall cover a term of 
five years, and after the expiration of said term of five years, the owner of 
the instrument offered for record shall execute such further bond as may be 
required by the department of revenue covering the succeeding term of five 
years, and thereafter every term of five years, in the same manner so long 
as any of the indebtedness authorized to be incurred by such instrument 
has not been incurred with like condition and in such sum as the said 
department may prescribe. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing paragraph, any bank, savings and 
loan association or insurance company organized and established under 
the laws of the State of Alabama or the United States which is the owner of 
such instrument, in lieu of the foregoing procedures, may certify the 
amount of indebtedness presently incurred and the probate judge of any 
county in which the instrument is offered, upon payment of the tax upon 
the amount so certified and the recording fees of the said probate judge, 
shall accept said instrument for record. During the month of September of 
each year, any such bank, savings and loan association or insurance 
coepany which has recorded such instruments as described hereinabove 
shall report to the appropriate probate judge the amount of additional 
indebtedness incurred under said instrument and pay any tax required 
upon the additional indebtedness. 


(c) When any deed is filed for record which recites that part of the 
purchase money is unpaid, such deed to the extent of such unpaid balance 
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shall be held and treated as a mortgage, and the mortgage tax shall be 
collected by the judge of probate in addition to the tax for recording the 
instrument as a deed before recording the same, unless said balance of 
purchase money shall be secured by mortgage or deed of trust which has 
already been filed for record, and the tax thereon paid, and the fact of such 
prior payment shall be endorsed on the deed. When any such deed is 
recorded and the tax thereon is paid, and thereafter a mortgage securing 
the debt is filed for record, the same shall be admitted to record without 
the payment of the mortgage tax and the fact of such prior payment shall 
be endorsed on the deed. 


(d) The privilege taxes herein imposed shall not be required on or for 
the filing of any such instrument, providing additional or substantial 
security for any indebtedness secured by, or the securing of which is 
evidenced by, an instrument previously filed, upon the filing of which the 
taxes provided by law have been paid or which was filed at a time when no 
such privilege taxes were required by law, provided the secured 
indebtedness remains unchanged in amount and in time of maturity. 


(e) Upon the filing for record of such instrument and upon the 
payment of the tax thereon, the probate judge or his clerk shall certify on 
said instrument the fact that the said tax has been paid, and when so 
certified by the probate judge or his clerk, such instrument shall be 
admitted to fecal in any county wherein any of the property mentioned in 
said instrument is situated, without the payment of any further tax 
thereon, except the fee to the probate judge for recording such instrument, 
and such certificate of the probate judge shall be recorded by such probate 
judge when such instrument is recorded. Upon the filing for record of any 
instrument which has been exempted by law from the payment of the tax 
provided for in this section, the judge of probate shall certify thereon that 
no tax has been paid and shall stamp in bold letters on the face of said 
instrument ‘‘No Tax Collected’ and said certificate shall be recorded with 
and as a part of such instrument, and thereafter such instrument shall be 
received for record in any county in this state without the payment of any 
further tax thereon, when submitted by a tax exempt institution, but if 
submitted by or transferred to an institution or person not exempt from 
the payment of the tax levied under this section, the judge of probate shall 
collect the tax levied by this section, upon the then unpaid balance of the 
secured debt together with the fee of the judge of probate for recording 
such instrument, before it will be admitted to record. The tax herein

(f) When the time for the payment of the indebtedness secured by, or 
the securing of which is evidenced by, and such instrument is extended or 
renewed, and the extension or renewal contract is offered for filing or for 
record, the tax required in this section shall be paid on the amount of 
indebtedness so extended or renewed; and the same shall be governed in all 
respects by the provisions of this article. No state, county or municipal ad 
valorem tax shall be payable on any such instrument upon which the tax 
prescribed by this section shall have been paid, or on the debt secured or 
evidenced thereby, or on the security agreement evidenced thereby. 


(g) Of the taxes collected by the probate judge under this section 
there shall be paid to the county treasurer of the county in which such 
taxes are collected one third of the amount collected by him, to be 
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accounted for by him, and the remaining two thirds of said amount 
collected, to the state treasury. The probate judge shall receive five 
percent of the amount collected by him as compensation for his services in 
collecting said money, and certifying said instrument, said five percent to 
be retained by him out of the money collected by him under this section;

AN ACT 


To license and regulate under the provisions of this Act grain dealers 
engaged in the business of receiving grain on a forward payment contract. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. When used in this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, the term: 


“‘Producer’”’ means the owner, tenant, or operator of land in this state 
who has interest in and who receives all or any part of the proceeds from 
the sale of the grain produced thereon. 


“Person” means any person, firm, association, corporation or 
partnership. 


“Grain’’ means corn, wheat, oats, rye, soybeans, barley, grain 
sorghums, or other commodities commonly referred to as grain. 


“Grain dealer’? means any person owning, controlling or operating a 
grain elevator, mill, warehouse or other similar structure and engaged in 
the business of receiving grain from producers on forward payment 
oe (A person buying grain for his own use shall not be affected by 
this Act.) 


“Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industries of the State of Alabama. 
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Section 2. This Act shall not apply in cash sales transactions of any 
kind. 


Section 3. No person shall engage in business as a grain dealer, who 
deals in forward payment contracts in the State of Alabama without a 
license therefor issued by the Commissioner. Application for a license to 
engage in business as a grain dealer shall be filed with the Commissioner 
and shall be on a form prescribed and furnished by the Commissioner. Such 
application shall set forth the name of the applicant, the principal officers, 
if the applicant is a corporation or the active members of a partnership, the 
location of the principal office or place of business of the applicant and the 
location or locations in this State at which the applicant proposes to 
engage in business as a grain dealer, the kind of grain which the applicant 
proposes to handle, the type of business which the applicant proposes to 
conduct and such additional information as the Commissioner by 
regulation may require. 


The application for an initial license may be filed at any time prior to 
beginning business as a grain dealer. The license shall be renewed annually 
on or before July 1. 


The application for a license to operate as a grain dealer as defined in 
this Act, or a renewal thereof, shall be accompanied by a filing fee 
determined by the amount of grain storage capacity. The following formula 
shall be used to determine the filing fee: 


500,000 bushels or less storage capacity $50 each separate location. 
Over 500,000 bushels storage capacity $100 each separate location. 


A person with no evorage capacity is required to pay the $50 filing fee. 
All license fees collected hereunder shall be deposited into the State 
Treasury to the credit of the Agricultural fund. 


Section 4. Every person licensed as a grain dealer who deals in 
forward payment contracts, shall have filed with the Department a surety 
bond signed by the dealer as principal and by a responsible company 
authorized to execute surety bonds within the State of Alabama. Such 
bond shall be in the principal amount to the nearest $1,000 which is based 
on the amount of grain storage schedule as provided herein: 


Amount of Grain Storage Capacity Bond Requirement 
150,000 bushels or eas $ 50,000 
151,000 bushels— 200,000 75,000 
201,000 bushels— 250,000 100,000 
251,000 bushels — 300,000 135,000 
301,000 bushels — 350,000 165,000 
351,000 bushels— 400,000 175,000 
401,000 bushels— 450,000 185,000 
451,000 bushels—500,000 195,000 
501,000 bushels— and over 200,000 


Section 5. Such bond shall be made payable to the State of Alabama 
as obligee, with the Commissioner as trustee, and shall be conditioned on 
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the grain dealer and his compliance with this Act, and shall be for the use 
and benefit of the producer from whom the grain dealer may purchase 
grain and who is not paid by such grain dealer, and shall not be canceled 
during the period for which the license is issued, except upon at least 60 
days notice in writing to the Commissioner. In no such event shall the total 
aggregate liability of surety exceed the face amount of its bond. 


Section 6. Before a license shall be issued to the Applicant, he shall 
file with the Commissioner a certificate which shall indicate that he has a 
fire and extended coverage insurance policy in effect and in an amount that 
shall cover the grain of all depositors while in his custody for the full 
insurance values against loss or damage by fire, lightning, tornado, 
cyclones, explosions, windstorms, and such other perils as may be required 
by statute or the Commissioner. 


The name and address of the operator and location of each ‘‘Person”’ in 
the insurance policy shall correspond with the same in the application. 


Every fire and extended coverage insurance policy so filed shall 
contain a provision that it may not be canceled by the principal or 
insurance company, except on 90 days prior notice in writing, by certified 
mail, to the Commissioner mailed on he same day to the principal. The 
cancellation shall not affect the liability accrued or which may accrue 
under such insurance policy before the expiration of the 90 days. The notice 
shall contain the termination date. 


The ‘Grain Dealer” shall immediately notify all depositors of grain 
when there is a notice of cancellation of his fire and extended coverage 
insurance policy. 


Section 7. Failure of a grain dealer to file a bond and insurance as 
hereinafter required to keep such bond and insurance in force shall be 
grounds for the suspension or revocation of a license issued under this Act. 


Section 8. When the Commissioner has determined that a grain 
dealer has defaulted in payment for grain which he has purchased on 
forward payment contracts, the Commissioner shall determine through 
appropriate procedures the producers and the amount of defaulted 
payment and as trustees of the bond shall immediately after such 
determination to those who should receive the benefits. Should the 
defaulted amount be less than the principal amount of the bond or bonds 
then the surety shall be obligated to pay only the amount of the default. 


Section 9. If the Commissioner is satisfied that the applicant is of 
good business reputation and if the bond filed by the applicant is approved, 
the Commissioner shall issue a license to the applicant or shall renew the 
applicant’s license. 


Each person issued a license by the Commissioner under this Section 
shall post such license in the principal office of the grain dealer in this 
State. A certificate shall be posted in each location where the licensee 
engages in the business of buying grain in the State of Alabama. Upon 
request by the licensee and payment of $20 fee therefore, the Commissioner 
shall issue to the licensee a certificate that a license has been issued or 
renewed and a bond filed as required by this Act. 


Section 10. The Commissioner, through his employees, may inspect 
the premises used by any grain dealer in the conduct of his business at any 
time and the books, accounts, records, and papers of every such grain 
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dealer shall at all times during business hours be subject to inspection by 
the Department. Each grain dealer may also be required to make such 
reports of his activities, obligations and transactions as deemed necessary 
by the Commissioner as set forth in the rules and regulations. 


Section 11. The Commissioner may, upon his own motion or upon 
the verified complaint in writing of any producer setting forth facts which 
if proved would constitute grounds for refusal, suspension or revocation of 
a Resnse under this Act, investigate the actions of any applicant or any 
person or persons applying for, holding or claiming to hold a license, and 
upon 10 days written notice the Commissioner may suspend the license of 
the grain dealer. 


Section 12. The Commissioner within 10 days after investigation of 
a complaint as provided for in Section 11 or before refusing to issue or 
renew or before otherwise suspending or revoking a license shall set a date 
for a hearing thereon and at least 10 days prior to the date set for the 
hearing, shall notify in writing the applicant for or holder of a license, 
hereinafter called the respondent, that a hearing will be held on the date 
designated to determine whether the respondent is privileged to hold such 
license and shall afford the respondent opportunity to be heard in person or 
by counsel in reference thereto. Such written notice may be served by 
personal service on the respondent or by mailing the same by registered or 
certified mail to the place of business last theretofore specified by the 
respondent in the last application or notification to the Commissioner. 


Section 13. At the time and place fixed in the notice the 
Commissioner shall proceed to hear the matter and any charges made and 
both the respondent and any complainant shall be accorded ample 
opportunity to present in person or by counsel such statements, 
testimony, evidence and argument as may be pertinent to the matter or 
charges or to any defense thereto. The Department may continue such 
hearing from time to time. 


Section 14. The Commissioner is authorized to issue subpoenas and 
to bring before the Department any person or persons in the State and to 
take testimony either orally or by deposition or by exhibit with the same 
fees and mileage and in the same manner as prescribed by law in judicial 
proceedings and civil cases in the circuit courts of the State. The 
Commissioner is authorized to issue subpoenas duces tecum on any or all 
records relating to the alleged injurious transactions. The Commissioner or 
his designee may administer oaths to witnesses at any hearing which the 
Department is authorized by law to conduct. 


Section 15. Ifa grain dealer should fail or refuse to make payment 
to a producer for grain purchased in accordance with the agreement of a 
forward payment contract, the producer may notify the Commissioner in 
writing, by certified mail when possible, of such failure or refusal. The 
producer furnishing such written notice is entitled to any benefits of the 
grain dealer’s bond. However, if the producer fails to furnish written notice 
to the Commissioner, then such producer is not entitled to any benefits 
under the grain dealer’s bond. 


Section 16. The Commissioner, with the approval of the State Board 
of Agriculture and Industries, is authorized to promulgate such rules and 
regulations necessary to carry the intent and purpose of this Act. 


Section 17. Any person who engaged in business as a grain dealer 
without securing a license or who does not have a valid license or is in 
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violation of this Act or the rules and regulations promulgated thereunder 
or who shall impede, obstruct, hinder or otherwise prevent or attempt to 
provne the Commissioner or his duly authorized agent in performance of 

is duty in connection with this Act or its rules and regulations or any 
grain dealer who refuses to permit inspection of his premises, books, 
accounts or records as provided in this Act shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction be punished by a fine of 
not less than $100 nor more than $500 for the first violation. In case of a 
continuing violation or violations, each day and each violation constitute a 
separate and distinct offense and upon conviction therefore, the person 
shall be, in discretion of the court, punished by six months in prison. 


Section 18. It shall be the duty of each District Attorney or his 
deputy or assistant to whom any violation is reported to cause appropriate 
proceedings to be instituted and prosecuted. Before the Commissioner 
reports a violation for prosecution he may give the grain dealer an 
opportunity to present his views at an informal hearing. 


Section 19. The commissioner may apply for and the circuit court 
may grant a temporary or permanent injunction restraining any person 
from violating or continuing to violate any of the provisions of this Act or 
any rules and regulations promulgated under this Act notwithstanding the 
existence of other remedies at law. Any such injunction is to be issued 
without bond. 


Section 20. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 21. Persons licensed under the provisions of this Act are 
authorized to issue negotiable and non-negotiable warehouse receipts for 
commodities covered under this Act provided they are operating an 
approved warehouse as now provided for by law and further that they are 
exempt from the bonding requirement of such act. 


Section 22. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 23. This Act shall become effective on July 1, 1977.

Authorizing any natural gas utility to condemn for its use certain 
interests in land for the underground storage of natural gas; prescribing 
certain duties of the state Gland gas board in connection with such 
condemnation; prescribing the procedure for and placing certain 
limitations on such condemnation; regulating the underground storage of 
natural gas and providing for protection of the ownership of stored gas, 
and to amend Section 3(g) of Act No. 352, approved August 23, 1957, (Title 
26, Section 179(72)(g) Code of Alabama, as amended) relating to the unit 
operation of a field for the production of oil or gas. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. As used in this act, unless the context 
requires a different meaning; (a) “‘underground storage” shall mean 
storage in a subsurface stratum or formation of the earth; (b) “‘natural 
gas”’ shall mean gas either while in its original state or after the same has 
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been processed and shall include ethane, propane, butanes, pentanes, 
hexanes, ethylenes, propylenes, butylenes or any mixture of the same. (c) 
‘native gas’’ shall mean gas which has not been previously withdrawn 
from the earth; (d) ‘‘natural gas public utility’’ shall mean any person, 
firm, or corporation authorized to do business in this state and engaged in 
the business of producing, transporting or distributing natural gas by 
means of pipe lines into, within or through this state for ultimate public 
cone UHpen (e) ““Board’”’ shall mean the Alabama State Oil and Gas 
oard. 


Section 2. Public interest and welfare—Authority of Board. The 
underground storage of natural gas which promotes conservation thereof, 
which permits the building of reserves for orderly withdrawal in periods of 
peak demand, which makes more readily available and economical our 
natural gas resources to the domestic, commercial and_ industrial 
consumers of this state, and which provides a better year-round market to 
the various gas fields, promotes the public interest and welfare of this 
state. 


Therefore in the manner hereinafter provided the board may find and 
determine that the underground storage of natural gas as hereinbefore 
defined is in the public interest. 


Section 3. Condemnation of subsurface stratum or forma- 
tion— Operation of storage facilities— Limitation. Any natural gas public 
utility may condemn for its use for the underground storage of natural gas 
any subsurface stratum or formation in any land which the board shall 
have found to be suitable and in the public interest for the underground 
storage of natural gas, and in connection therewith may condemn such 
other interest in property as may be required adequately to examine, 
pre are, maintain and operate such underground natural gas storage 

acilities; provided, however, that the right of condemnation of 
under ground sands, formations and strata, granted hereby shall be limited 
as follows: 


(a) Ifthe board affirmatively finds, based upon substantial evidence, 
that any sand, formation, or stratum is producing or is capable of 
producing oil in paying quantities, through any known recovery method, 
then such sand, formation, or stratum shall not be subject to appropriation 
hereunder; 


(b) No gas bearing sand, formation, or stratum shall be subject to 
appropriation hereunder, unless such sand, formation or stratum has a 
greater value or utility as a gas storage reservoir for the purpose of 
insuring an adequate supply of natural gas for any particular class or 
group of consumers of natural gas, or for the conservation of natural gas, 
then for the production of relatively small volumes of natural gas which 
remain therein, provided no gas sand, formation or stratum shall be 
condemned under the terms of this act when the gas therein is being used 
for the secondary recovery of oil, unless gas is necessary and required 
amount is furnished to the operator or operators of the secondary recovery 
operations for as long as oil is produced in paying quantities in the 
secondary operations for the recovery of oil at the same cost as that at 
which gas was being produced at the time of condemnation by the operator 
of the secondary recovery project or projects. 


(c) Only such area of such underground sand, formation or stratum 
as may reasonably be expected to be penetrated by gas displaced or 
ee into such underground gas storage reservoir may be appropriated 

ereunder. 
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(d) No rights or interests in existing underground gas reservoirs, 
being used for the injection, storage and withdrawal of natural gas, owned 
or operated by others than the condemner, shall be subject to 
appropriation hereunder. 


The right of condemnation hereby granted shall be without prejudice 
to the rights of the owner of said lands or of other rights or interests 
therein to drill or bore through the underground stratum or formation so 
appropriated in such manner as shall comply with orders, rules and 
regulations of the board issued for the purpose of protecting underground 
storage strata or formations against pollution and against the escape of 
natural gas therefrom and shall be without prejudice to the rights of the 
owner ot said lands or other rights or interests therein as to all other uses 
thereof. 


Section 4. Certificate of Board. Any natural gas public utility 
desiring to exercise the right of eminent domain as to any property for use 
for underground storage of natural gas shall, as a condition precedent to 
the filing of its petition in the probate court, obtain from the board a 
certificate setting out findings of said board (a) that the underground 
stratum or formation sought to be acquired is suitable for the underground 
storage of natural gas and that its use for such purposes is in the public 
interest; (b) that the amount of recoverable oil and native gas, if any, 
remaining therein; provided, that the board shall issue no such certificate 
until after public hearing is had on application, pursuant to notice served 
in compliance with notice in civil actions in the probate court, together 
with notice published at least once each week for two (2) successive weeks 
in some newspaper of general circulation in the county or counties where 
the gas is proposed to be stored, the first publication to be at least ten (10) 
days prior to the date of the hearing. 


Section 5. Petition to probate court —Examination and 
determination— Subsequent proceedings. Any natural gas public utility 
having first obtained a certificate from the board as hereinbefore provided, 
desiring to exercise the right of eminent domain for the purpose of 
acquiring property for the underground storage of natural gas shall do so 
in the manner hereinafter provided. Such natural gas public utility shall 
present to the probate court of the county wherein the land is situated, or 
to the judge thereof, a petition setting forth the purpose for which the said 
property is sought to be acquired a description of the property sought to be 
a propriate and the names of the owners thereof as shown by the records 
of such county. The petitioner shall file the certificate of the board as a part 
of its petition and no order by the court granting such petition shall be 
entered without such certificate being filed therewith. The court or the 
judge thereof shall examine said petition and determine whether said 
property is necessary to its lawful purposes, and if found in the 
affirmative, such finding shall be entered of record and subsequent 

roceedings shall follow the procedure provided for the condemnation of 
ands and rights of way or easements for public use in Code of Alabama 
1940, Title 19, Chapter 1, as amended. 


Section 6. Ownership of gas. All natural gas which has been reduced 
to possession, and which is subsequently injected into underground 
storage fields, sands, reservoirs and facilities, shall at all times be Abanied 
the property of the injector, his heirs, successors, or assigns; and in no 
event shall such gas be subject to the right of the owner ofthe surface of 
said lands or of any mineral interest therein, under which said gas storage 
fields, sands, reservoirs, and facilities lie or of any person other than the 
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injector, his heirs, successors and assigns, to produce, take, reduce to 
possession, waste, or otherwise interfere with or exercise any control 
thereover, provided the injector, his heirs, successors, and assigns, shall 
have no right to gas in any stratum, or portion thereof, which has not been 
condemned under the provision of this act or otherwise purchased. 


Section 7. Section 3(g) of Act No. 352, approved August 23, 1957, 
(Title 26, Section 179(72)(g) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(g) A provision that when the full amount of any charge made 
against a separately owned tract is not paid when due by the person or 
persons primarily responsible therefor, as provided in paragraph (e) of this 
section, then seven-eighths (7/8ths) of oil and gas production allocated to 
such separately owned tract may be appropriated by the unit operator and 
marketed and sold for the payment af Buch charge, together with interest 
at the rate of five per cent (5%) per annum thereon. A one-eighth (1/8th) 
part of the unit production allocated to each separately owned tract shall in 
all events be regarded as royalty to be distributed to and among or the 
proceeds thereof paid to the royalty owners, free and clear of all unit 
expense and free and clear of any lien therefor.

utilized shall bear his fair share of all capital and operating costs incurred 
by a unit operator from the first day of the month next succeeding the 
month during which such tertiary recovery are initiated and implemented 
in the production unit, and the owner of such interest, shall continue to 
bear his share of both capital and operating cost so long as such unit is 
producing oil or gas utilizing tertiary recovery methods. The term 
“tertiary recovery methods’ as used herein shall include, but shall not be

Authority or any director thereof for or on account of the negligence of the 
Authority or director or of its or his agents, servants or employees; to 
authorize the issuance by each such Authority of interest bearing revenue 
bonds payable solely out of the revenues, rent, income and funds of the 
Authority issuing such bonds; to specify provisions of such revenue bonds 
issued by any such Authority and to provide that such revenue bonds shall 
be deemed negotiable instruments; to provide that such revenue bonds 
issued by any such Authority may be secured by pledge of any of the 
revenues, rent, income and funds of the Authority issuing such bonds, 
whether the Authority’s right to such revenues, rent, income and funds 
then exists or may thereafter come into existence and by mortgage on any 
property of any such Authority whether then in existence or thereafter 
acquired; to provide that such pledge may be provided for in an indenture 
between the Authority issuing such bonds and a trustee or by resolution 
providing for the issuance of the bonds; to provide that such pledges shall 

e valid and binding when made and effective against third parties without 
notice from the time a statement thereof is filed as provided in the Uniform 
Commercial Code; to provide that any such Authority may include in any 
indenture or resolution authorizing the issuance of such bonds provisions 
customarily contained in instruments securing evidence of indebtedness; 
to provide that bonds issued and contracts entered into by any such 
Authority pursuant to this Act shall not constitute or create a debt of the 
State or of any county or municipality within the State; to specify the uses 
to which the proceeds of revenue bonds issued by any such Authority may

taxes that would have been paid or payable had the property been valued 
at the higher assessed value resulting from the said change in use. Such 
additional retroactive roll back taxes shall be due for the year in which the 
use of the property is changed and for the lesser of (a) the immediately 
preceeding five tax years or (b) the number of tax years for which the 
property was valued under current use valuation principles. 
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In the event that the use of any property valued under current use 
provisions is changed due to the suffering by the owner of damage or loss 
to the property arising from fire, storm, hurricane, tornado or other similar 
act of nature or other similar casualty, or in the event of condemnation or 
conveyance under threat of or in anticipation of condemnation, the roll 
back taxes provided herein shall not apply. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective for the first ad valorem 
tax year following the completion in all counties in this state of the 
statewide reappraisal of property in progress on the date of the adoption of 
this Act. bs

To amend Section 46, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940 (Recomp. 1958), 
relating to the assessment of taxes so as to further provide for estimating 
the value of taxable property, providing for certain roll-back taxes upon 
the change in the use of certain property in providing for a lien for such 
roll-back taxes. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 46, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 46. (1) For the purpose of assessment, real and personal 
property shall be estimated at its fair and reasonable market value 
according to the best judgment of the assessor, the board of equalization, 
and agents of the department of revenue can form upon information, 
inspection or otherwise, taking into consideration all elements or factors 
bearing on its value at the time of the assessment, but the estimate shall 
not be based on a speculative prospective value which the property might 
have if it were put to some other possible use, or handled. in some other 
manner other than its use or the manner of its handling at the time of the 
assessment; the use to which the property is being put at the time of the 
assessment shall be conclusively presumed to be its highest and best use. 
In determining the value of agricultural land, the types and kind of soil, 
productivity of land, use of land, and net return to the land shall be given 
substantial weight and consideration, provided that no taxable property 
shall be considered valueless simply because it is not used or shows no net 
- return from its use or rental. Mineral, coal, oil, gas, timber and turpentine 
and turpentine interest when they have been severed in ownership from the 
soil, by sale or otherwise, shall be separately valued and assessed. 


(2) If property assessed, based on its current use, is changed to a use 
which results in a higher assessed value, such property shall be 
immediately subject to additional taxes in the nature of a retroactive tax 
levy, hereinafter referred to as ‘‘roll-back’”’ taxes, in an amount equal to the 
difference, if any, between (a) the taxes paid or payable on the basis of 
current use valuation and (b) the taxes that would have been paid or 
payable had the property been valued at the higher assessed value 
resulting from the said change in use. Such additional retroactive roll-back 
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taxes shall be due for the year in which the use of the property is changed 
and for the lesser of (a) the immediately preceding four (4) tax years or (b) 
the number of tax years for which the property was valued under current 
use valuation principles. 


(3) In the event that the use of any property valued under current 
use provisions is changed due to the suffering by the owner of damage or 
loss to the property arising from fire, storm, hurricane, tornado or other 
similar act of nature or other similar casualty, or in the event of 
condemnation or conveyance under threat of or in anticipation of 
condemnation, the roll-back taxes provided herein shall not apply. 


(4) When a change in use of property resulting in a higher assessed 
value shall occur, the person in whose name the property is assessed at the 
time of such change in use shall notify the tax assessor of the county in 
which the property is located of such change in use. The tax assessor shall 
determine the roll-back taxes due as a result of such change in use, and the 
amount of such roll-back taxes shall become a lien on the property as of the 
date of such change in use.” 


Section 2. Inthe event any section, sentence, clause or provision of 
this act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, 
sentences, clauses or provisions of this Act, which shall continue in effect. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective for each county for the 
first ad valorem tax ve following the completion in that county of the 
state-wide reappraisal of property in progress on the date of the adoption 
of this Act.

WHEREAS, Congress in the Rivers and Harbors Act of 1945 
authorized the establishment and maintenance of a nine foot deep by 100 
foot wide shipping channel from Phenix City, Alabama, and Columbus, 
Georgia, on the Chattahoochee river and Brainbridge, Georgia, on the 
Flint to the Gulf Intracoastal waterway; and 


WHEREAS, the Federal Government through the Corps of Engineers 
has spent approximately $310 million on permanent improvements on the 
waterway; and 


WHEREAS, dams and other improvements on the Chattahoochee 
river portion of the waterway have made the authorized channel available 
year round, with minimal dredging, to the Florida line; and 


WHEREAS, despite extensive dredging in the Apalachicola river, the 
Corps has been able to maintain the authorized channel depth less than 
three-fourths of the year from the Florida line to the gulf; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Alabama, relying upon the commitment of 
Congress, has invested more than $5 million in port facilities at Phenix 
City, Eufaula and Columbia; and 


WHEREAS, grain elevators at Phenix City and Columbia have been 
unable to take full advantage of badly needed barge transportation 
because of low water in the Apalachicola river at harvest time, with 
resulting price penalties to farmers; and 


WHEREAS, industries have been slow to locate on the river because 
of lack of confidence in the shipping channel; and 


WHEREAS, dredging and snagging operations in the Apalachicola 
river now cost the Federal Government close to $2 million per year while 
producing no lasting improvement, since Florida counties will not provide 
disposal sites outside the annual flood plain; and 


WHEREAS, the Corps of Engineers has been studying the problem 
since 1971; and 


WHEREAS, the Corps has proposed construction of a small dam near 
Blountstown, Florida, 78.6 miles above Apalachicola Bay, but the Florida 
Cabinet has rejected the proposal on the basis of lack of sufficient 
environmental and economic data; and 
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WHEREAS, protests of Florida environmentalist groups 
notwithstanding, highly qualified marine biologists have expressed the 
opinion that a small dam 78 miles above the mouth of the river would have 
no appreciable effect on seafood production in Apalachicola Bay; and 


WHEREAS, benefits to Alabama-Georgia-Florida area farmers from 
barge shipment of three items, soybeans, corn and fertilizer, if the channel 
were available as authorized can be calculated conservatively at $7.5 
million per year; and 


WHEREAS, much of the area and all the six Florida counties on the 
waterway are classed as economically depressed; and 


WHEREAS, “‘inaccessibility’’ has been cited repeatedly as a major 
reason why rural counties in the area have failed to grow and to keep pace 
with the rest of the nation in per-capita income; and 


WHEREAS, a fully navigable Apalachicola river would provide 
accessibility for the low cost receipt of bulk commodities used in 
agriculture and industry and for the out-bound shipment of ever-increasing 
agricultural production and potential manufactured goods; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE ALABAMA 
LEGISLATURE that this body urgently requests that the Corps of 
Engineers determine what action woul most dependably solve the 
navigation problem in the Apoalachicola river and proceed at the fastest 
possible pace to assemble the environmental and economic data required to 
support that action.

AN ACT 


To amend Section 46, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940 (Recomp. 1958), 
relating to the assessment of taxes so as to further provide for estimating 
the value of taxable property, providing for certain roll-back taxes upon 
the change in the use of certain property in providing for a lien for such 
roll-back taxes. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 46, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 46. (1) For the purpose of assessment, real and personal 
property shall be estimated at its fair and reasonable market value 
according to the best judgment of the assessor, the board of equalization, 
and agents of the department of revenue can form upon information, 
inspection or otherwise, taking into consideration all elements or factors 
bearing on its value at the time of the assessment. At the time of 
assessment, the assessor shall determine two estimates of value, as 
hereinafter described, and the assessment of real and personal property 
shall be an average of these two estimates. One estimate of value shall be 
based on the fair and reasonable market value of said property. The second 
estimate of value shall not be based on a speculative prospective value 
which the property might have if it were put to some other possible use, or 
handled in some other manner cther than its use or the manner of its 
handling at the time of the assessment; the use to which the property is 
being pat at the time of the assessment shall be conclusively presumed to 
be its highest and best use. In determining the value of agricultural land, 
the types and kind of soil, productivity of fend: use of land, and net return 
to the land shall be given substantial weight and consideration, provided 
that no taxable property shall be considered valueless simply because it is 
not used or shows no net return from its use or rental. Mineral, coal, oil, 
gas, timber and turpentine and turpentine interest when they have been 
severed in ownership from the soil, by sale or otherwise, shall be separately 
valued and paneased 


(2) Ifproperty assessed, based on its current use, is changed to a use 
which results in a higher assessed value, such property shall be 
immediately subject to additional taxes in the nature of a retroactive tax 
levy, hereinafter referred to as ‘‘roll-back”’ taxes, in an amount equal to the 
difference, if any, between (a) the taxes paid or payable on the basis of 
current use valuation and (b) the taxes that would have been paid or 
payable had the property been valued at the higher assessed value 
resulting from the said change in use. Such additional retroactive roll-back 
taxes shall be due for the year in which the use of the property is changed 
and for the lesser of (a) the immediately preceding four (4) tax years or (b) 
the number of tax years for which the property was valued under current 
use valuation principles. 


(3) In the event that the use of any property valued under current 
use provisions is changed due to the suffering iy the owner of damage or 
loss to the property arising from fire, storm, hurricane, tornado or other 
similar act of nature or other similar casualty, or in the event of 
condemnation or conveyance under threat of or in anticipation of 
condemnation, the roll-back taxes provided herein shall not apply. 
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(4) When a change in use of property resulting in a higher assessed 
value shall occur, the person in whose name the property is deeded prior to 
the time of such change i in use whall notify the tax assessor of the count 
which the property is located of such change in use. The tax assessor Pall 
determine the roll-back taxes due as a result of such change in use, and the 
amount of such roll-back taxes shall become a lien on the property as of the 
date of such change in use.”’ 


Section 2. In the event any section, sentence, clause or provision of 
this act shall be declared invalid. by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, 
sentences, clauses or provisions of this Act, which shall continue in effect. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective for each county for the 
first ad valorem tax iar following the completion in that county of the 
ee reappraisal of property in progress on the date of the adoption 
of this Act.

All 
cases and proceedings involving domestic relations and marital matters 
which originate in the circuit court shall be assigned to the family court 
division; however, if the docket of the division is overcrowded, a portion of 
such cases may be reassigned by the presiding judge of the circuit court to 
other judges of said court. 


Section 2. There is created, effective the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January following the first general election held in 1978, 
an additional circuit judgeship for the seventh judicial circuit of Alabama, 
which shall be desi a as circuit judge place number four and shall be in 
addition to the fudweships of the circuit now existing. Such judge shall 
preside over the family court division of the seventh judicial circuit and his 
term of office shall begin the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January following the first general election held in 1978.

May 7, 1902, attended schools in Linden, and in 1921 received his Bachelor 
of Science degree in agriculture from North Georgia College; and

of Representatives in 1930, where he served for sixteen years and in 1954 
was elected for the first of six terms to the Alabama Senate, thus

WHEREAS Senator Givhan’s record of service to his area and to 
Alabama is unprecedented: he was instrumental in the establishment of a

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. “LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER” for purposes of 
this Act shall include any full time employee of any police department who 
has authority to make arrests and all employees, deputy sheriffs, and all 
other officials who have authority in their official capacity to make arrests 
in all counties having populations of not less than 300,000 nor more than 
600,000 according to the most recent Federal decennial census. 


Section 2. PROCEDURAL AND SUBSTANTIVE RIGHTS OF 
LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS. All law enforcement officers who are 
under investigation and are being questioned or interrogated for any 
reason which could lead to disciplinary action, demotion, or dismissal, the 
questioning or interrogation shall be conducted under the following 
conditions: 


(a) The law enforcement officer under investigation shall be 
informed of the nature of the investigation prior to any interrogation. 


(b) The law enforcement officer under investigation shall be 
informed of the rank, name, and command of the officer in charge of the 
investigation, the interrogating officer, and all persons present during the 
interrogation. All questions directed to the officer under interrogation 
shall be asked by and through one (1) interrogator at any one (1) time. 


(c) The interrogation shall be conducted at a reasonable hour, 
preferably at a time when the law enforcement officer is on duty, unless the 
seriousness of the investigation is of such a degree that an immediate 
action is required. Interrogating sessions shall be for reasonable periods 
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and shall be timed to allow for such personal necessities and rest periods as 
are reasonably necessary. 


(d) At the request of any law enforcement officer under 
investigation, he shall have the right to be represented by counsel or any 
other representative of his choice who shall be present at all times during 
such interrogation whenever the interrogation relates to the officer’s 
continued fitness for law enforcement service. 


(e) A record, either written, taped, or transcribed, of the complete 
plesid sanent of an officer shall be kept and a copy of the records shall be 
available to the officer or his counsel upon request. 


(f) The law enforcement officer under interrogation shall not be 
subjected to offensive language or be threatened with transfer, dismissal, 
or disciplinary action. 


(g) A written summary of the questioning or interrogating of a law 
enforcement officer shall be made by the officer in charge of the 
investigation and a copy of said summary shall be delivered or mailed 
promptly to the law enforcement officer or to his counsel upon request. 


(h) EMERGENCY DISCIPLINARY ACTION. Emergency 
suspension may be imposed by the chief or the highest ranking officer of 
the law enforcement department or agency, when it appears that such 
action is in the best interest of the public. Any such law enforcement 
officer so suspended shall be entitled to all review procedures authorized 
by the laws and rules of the personnel board of all counties having 
populations of not less than 300,000 nor more than 600,000 according to 
the most recent Federal decennial census. 


(i) RETALIATION FOR EXERCISING RIGHTS. No law 
enforcement officer shall be discharged, disciplined, demoted, or denied 
promotion, transfer, or reassignment, or otherwise be discriminated 
against in regard to his employment, or be threatened with any such 
treatment, by reason of his exercise of the rights granted by this Act. 


Section 3. ACCESS TO RECORDS. Each law _ enforcement 
department or agency that maintains a system of records shall— 


(1) Upon request by any law enforcement officer to gain access to his 
record or to any information pertaining to him which is contained in the 
system, permit him and upon his request, a person of his own choosing to 
accompany him, to review the record and have a copy made of all or any 
portion there in a form comprehensive to him, except that the department 
or agency may require the officer to furnish a written statement 
authorizing discussion of that individual’s record in the accompanying 
person’s presence; 


(2) Permit the officer to request amendment of a record pertaining to 
him and— 


(A) Not later than ten (10) days (excluding Saturdays, Sundays, and 
legal public holidays) after the date of receipt of such request, acknowledge 
in writing such receipt; and 


(B) Promptly, either— 


(i) Make any correction of any portion thereof which is not accurate, 
relevant, timely, or complete; or 
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(ii) Inform the individual of its refusal to amend the record in 
accordance with his request, the reason for the refusal.

Section 4. PROCEDURE FOR RECEIPT AND PROCESSING OF 
COMPLAINTS. Each law enforcement department or agency shall 
establish and operate a system for the receipt, investigation, and 
determination of complaints received by such department or agency from 
any person. All complaints received must be reduced to writing and must 
specifically allege the substance of the complaint. 


(A) No complaint against an officer, alleging brutality in the 
execution of his duties, shall be investigated unless the complaint is 
subscribed and sworn to before an official authorized to administer oaths. 


(B) No disciplinary action can be taken against a law enforcement 
officer solely as the result of an anonymous complaint. 


Section 5. Civil damage suits brought by law enforcement officers. 
Every law enforcement officer shall have the right to bring a civil suit 
against any person, group of persons or any organization or corporation or 
the heads of such organizations or corporations for damages, either 
pecuniary or otherwise, suffered during the performance of the officer’s 
official duties or for abridgment of the officer’s civil rights arising out of 
the officer's performance of official duties.

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978 and for 
the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of 
Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 7, inclusive. 
For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, 
amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs 
are shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than the 
appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the 

urpose of this Act, the following definitions shall be applicable: (a) 
‘Capital Improvements”’ shall include all expenditures for the purchase 
of land, buildings, and renovations; (b) ‘‘Equipment Purchases’’ shall 
mean those items of office equipment, and other equipment which have an 
appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year; (c) 
“Automotive Equipment Purchases’’ shall mean those items of motor 
vehicle equipment only and the money appropriated therefor shall be 
expended only for such purposes. The amounts herein appropriated for 
“equipment purchases” and “automotive equipment purchases” shall be 
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decreased by the amount of the sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of 
equipment purchases and automotive equipment purchases as described 
in Section 1 (b) and (c) hereof; (d) ‘‘ASETF’”’ shall mean Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund.

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the 
expenditure of such fund, shall be used for providing a minimum term and 
for the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools of the 
State. Provided further, that in no case shall a term of less than nine 
months in tax districts be approved, except that the State Board of 
Education, upon the recommendation of the State Superintendent of 
Education shall be authorized to make full allotments to funds to any 
school system for the time actually taught, if in the judgment of the State 
Superintendent of Education and the State Board of Education unusual 
conditions beyond the control of the local Board of Education in any school 
are such as to prevent the operation of that school for the required nine 
months minimum term; provided further, that the amount herein 
appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund shall include all monies 
earmarked for public school teachers’ salaries as provided in the Income 
Tax Amendment ratified on the 26th day of August, 1947. The Minimum 
Program Fund shall also include any other appropriations of funds either 
State or Federal, which may be designated by the Legislature as a part of 
the Minimum Program Fund. 


(bb) TEACHER UNITS 
(1) Special Education 


Of the total teacher units provided for exceptional children, twenty- 
five (25) may be used in early education programs for exceptional children 
and twenty-five (25) may be used in regional multi-systems, and/or state- 
wide programs for exceptional children. 


All special education units other than the early childhood and multi- 
system units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 1-6 shall 
be allocated to local school systems on the basis of enrollment. Units 
earned by a system on this basis which are not used by such system may 
not be reallocated to other systems except those units necessary to 
guarantee school systems not less than the number of units allocated to 
them during the 1976-77 school year. 


In addition to the three thousand two hundred fifty (3250) special 
education units now provided through the minimum program, there is 
hereby provided in the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 1b, (aa) the 
sum of fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) to be used in the area of special 
education.* These funds shall be allocated by the State Board of Education 
on a formula recommended by the State Superintendent of Education and 
his staff and approved by the State Board of Education. Each local board 
of education shall submit a proposal to the State Superintendent of 
Education for the use of funds allocated to its system which must be 
aperover by the State Board of Education before such funds are 
disbursed. The proposals may include any or all of the following, but not 
limited to: {1) Additional teachers, (2) Teacher Aides, (3) Materials, 
supplies and instructional equipment, (4) Modifications and renovations of 
buildings (including eliminations of architectural barriers). 


*The funds to provide for this program are included under the 
programmatic appropriations of Section 3, A, 16, (aa) Minimum Program 
and the wording in this section(bb) is for explanation purposes only and is 
not intended to be construed to be a second finding. 
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Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be approved 
by the State Board of Education. Also, none of the teacher unit positions 
nye filled by teachers not certified as qualified Special Education 
teachers. 


The State Department of Education shall monitor programs to assure 
that the purpores for which these funds are provided are carried out on the 
approved plan. 


(2) Kindergarten 


Two hundred (200) kindergarten units are herewith provided for the 
phasing in of the kindergarten program. During the specified fiscal year, 
the number of units shall be allocated to local boards of education so that 
the number of kindergarten teacher units will be at least equal to the 
number received by the respective local school boards during the preceding 
fiscal year. Thereafter, each local board shall receive at least one 
kindergarten teacher unit. In addition thereto, all local school boards shall 
receive all kindergarten teacher units now supplied by federal funds if 
these programs continue to be federally funded. 


(3) Support Teachers 


It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the local school 
system under the Minimum Program Fund calculation one (1) extra unit or 
fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate of fifteen (15) units or 
fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Program Fund calculation on 
regular units. The local school system shall assign to each school within the 
system at least the number of teacher units earned by that school using the 
Minimum Program Fund calculation and the additional units earned 
through the one (1) to fifteen (15) ratio as set forth herein. No school 
system may reduce the amount of money expended from local funds for 
teachers during the school year 1976-77 except in instances where all 
schools within the system are accredited or have met every requirement of 
accreditation with respect to teacher/pupil ratios. The local school system 
shall furnish the State Department of Education and the Education Study 
Commission such information as may be necessary to determine that the 

rovisions of this section have been implemented. These agencies shall 
jointly report to the State Board of Education the implementation of the 
above provisions by December 31, 1977, and to the Legislature by the first 
legislative day of the next regular session. 


In addition to the regular units allocated in the Minimum Program, 
the same number of teacher units as provided for the school year 1976-77, 
six hundred fifty (650) are provided for the reduction of the class size in 
grades 1-6. The Alabama Batication Study Commission and the State 
Department of Education shall have the authority to insure that the intent 
of the Legislature is implemented. 


(4) Driver Education 


The five hundred (500) teacher units provided in Act No. 197, Regular 
Session, 1976, Section, 3, G, are herewith transferred to the Minimum 
Program and shall be allocated according to a formula provided by the 
State Department of Education. The same benefits provided for other 
minimum program units shall be provided for the driver education units. 


(cc) INSTRUCTIONAL SUPPLIES AND MATERIALS 


Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for grades K-6 
and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for grades 7-12 is 
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hereinabove appropriated to the State Board of Education for all teachers 
employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III, and Title IV teachers and ESAA 
teachers) and shall be allocated to each county and city board of education 
for the purchase of instructional supplies, materials, and equipment, 
excluding furniture and fixtures. From these funds appropriated from the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, each local county and city board 
of education shall allocate to the schools in their respective systems an 
amount as set forth hereinabove for each teacher unit in such school. The 
faculty and principal of each school shall cooperatively develop and 
recommend to the superintendent the amount to be allocated to each 
teacher for the operation of the instructional program within the school. 
Each teacher shall be allocated directly at least one hundred and fifty 
dollars ($150) or an amount not less than that teacher received in the 
preceding fiscal year, whichever is greater, to be encumbered directly by 
the teacher for materials and supplies for that teacher’s students; 
provided, however, any teacher may sign a waiver releasing said funds for 
joint purchases within his respective school. No Board of Education shall 
withhold from any teacher or any school any funds to which they are 
entitled under the provisions of this Act. The local school board shall 
Bperoye or disapprove requisitions for purchases from these funds and 
shall issue purchase orders and handle all financial transactions in 
compliance with this section. It is the intent of the legislature that no fees 
shall be collected in the future in courses required for graduation. In non- 
required courses local school boards may set reasonable fees for courses 
requiring laboratory and shop materials and equipment; provided 
however, such fees shall be waived for students who cannot afford to pay 
the fees. This section shall not be construed to prohibit community groups 
or clubs from fund raising activities; provided, however, that students 
shall not be required to participate in such fund raising activities. Any 
funds provided herein not expended during the fiscal year shall revert to 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(dd) PERSONAL LEAVE 


The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program 
provides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per teacher unit for each 
teacher earned under the Minimum Program formula to be granted upon 
a of the teacher and administered by the State Board of Education 
and by local school boards under procedures governing sick leave for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. 


(ee) HOSPITAL—MEDICAL INSURANCE 


Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program, 
there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven dollars 
and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, administrative, or 
supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, Vocational 
Education Program and any other units paid from State or local funds to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance. 


Provided further that any professional employee eligible for hospital- 
medical assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits because 
of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other than 
those selected under this act, be protected from such coordination of 
benefits to the extent provided by regulation no. 56 of Alabama 
Department of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance to Chose qualified 
professional employees in the amount set forth in this appropriation and 
such insurance coverage not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 
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The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating professional employees 
selecting the plan(s) and the carrier(s) of the hospital-medical insurance in 
that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall revert to the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(ff) SALARY 
(1) Certificated Personnel 


It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made the State 
Board of Education shall provide beginning with the fiscal year endin 
September 30, 1978, that in addition to all salary now received and all loca 
increments due, all teachers under the Minimum Program shall receive 
salary increases as follows: Teachers holding Rank ‘‘AA”’ certificates not 
less than one thousand three hundred sixty dollars ($1,360) per annum; 
Rank I teachers not less than one thousand two hundred forty-five dollars 
($1,245) per annum; Rank II teachers not less than one thousand one 
hundred thirty dollars ($1,130) per annum; Rank III teachers not less than 
one thousand fifteen dollars ($1,015) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less 
than nine hundred dollars ($900) per annum. These increases are for 
teachers with one hundred eighty-day contracts. Additional pro rata 
salary increases shall be granted for teachers whose contracts extend 
beyond one hundred eighty days. All teachers employed from funds other 
than the Minimum Program shall receive equal compensation based upon 
the rank of certificate. Any county or city board of education failing to 
comply herewith shall not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program. 


(2) Support Personnel 


All full-time employees of city and county boards of education and all 
full-time employees in the schools under their jurisdiction with the 
exception of those persons listed on the official Teachers’ Institute List 
shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) 

er annum. All adult school bus drivers (including teachers who drive 
Buses} shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred dollars 
($500) per annum and all student school bus drivers shall receive a salary 
increase of not less than three hundred dollars ($300) per annum and any 
county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall not be 
entitled to share in the Minimum Program Fund. 


(3) Lunchroom Workers 


Of the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 16, (aa) to the State 
Board of Education for distribution to local boards the sum of three million 
sieht hundred seventy-three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,873,500), is 
allocated for disbursement to local boards of education to provide an 
increase of five hundred dollars ($500) to each lunchroom worker in the 
public schools of the state. 


(gg) SICK LEAVE FOR SUPPORT PERSONNEL 


The $800,000 appropriated in Section 3, A, 16, (aa) is to provide sick 
leave for all bus drivers, cafeteria workers and all other full-time, non- 
certificated personnel employed by city and county boards of education 
and the schools under their jurisdiction and for the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind. The boards of control of city and county school systems 
and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind shall provide for the 
payment for all bus drivers, cafeteria workers and all other full-time 
support personnel who are non-certificated educational employees for 
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absences resulting from sickness, accidents or some other unavoidable 
cause which prevents such employee from discharging his/her duties, and 
provided, that any employee not utilizing or being paid for the sick leave in 
any one year may accumulate days at the rate of one day per month for the 
months employed and carry over the unutilized days to the next 
consecutive year or years of employment for the same school system or 
institution or for any other achos system or institution in which the 
employee may later be employed until he/she shall accumulate a maximum 
of ninety days. The reasons for granting sick leave shall be the same as 
those for teachers. No reimbursement shall be paid to any local school 
board or to the Board of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind unless a 
substitute has been hired and paid in the absence of any employee who is 
entitled to sick leave as provided herein. 


(hh) In allocating the funds in sub-section (a) the State Board of 
Education shall allot as follows: 


The amount necessary for payment of Board of Adjustment awards in 
accordance with the Minimum Program statutes and regulations. 


For “Other Current Expenses’”’ a sum not to exceed $1,695.57 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Principal Supplement the sum shall not exceed $72.00 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Capital Improvements the sum shall not exceed $64.87 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


Sick leave days shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 per 
day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the schedule 
set out hereinabove. 


The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed the 
sum of $26,066,490. 


The appropriation hereinabove set out for the fiscal year 1977-78 is 
based on 31,057 teacher units, or as may be adjusted as the result of (bb) 
(I). 


It is provided in the event there are more than 31,057 earned teacher 
units for the fiscal year 1977-78, then such amounts as are necessary to pay 
for these excess teacher units is hereby appropriated. 


It is further provided that in the event that there be less earned 
teacher units than those set out above than the amount that would have 
been necessary to pay for these earned teacher units shall not be allotted or 
paid. The appropriations hereinabove made for maintenance is to be 
allocated for repairs and renovation of the various school systems based on 
an earned teacher unit basis.

There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978 and for

Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 7, inclusive. 
For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, 
amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs 
are shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than the 
appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act.

‘Automotive Equipment Purchases” shall mean those items of motor 
vehicle equipment only and the money appropriated therefor shall be 
expended only for such purposes. The amounts herein appropriated for 
“equipment purchases” and ‘“‘automotive equipment purchases” shall be 
decreased by the amount of the sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of 
equipment purchases and automotive equipment purchases as described 
in Section 1 (b) and (c) hereof; (d) ‘‘ASETF’”’ shall mean Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund.

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the 
expenditure of such fund, shall be used for providing a minimum term and 
for the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools of the 
State. Provided further, that in no case shall a term of less than nine 
months in tax districts be approved, except that the State Board of 
Education, upon the recommendation of the State Superintendent of 
Education shall be authorized to make full allotments to funds to any 
school system for the time actually taught, if in the judgment of the State 
Superintendent of Education and the State Board of Fducation unusual 
conditions beyond the control of the local Board of Education in any school 
are such as to prevent the operation of that school for the required nine 
months minimum term; provided further, that the amount herein 
appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund shall include all monies 
earmarked for public school teachers’ salaries as provided in the Income 
Tax Amendment ratified on the 26th day of August, 1947. The Minimum 
Program Fund shall also include any other appropriations of funds either 
State or Federal, which may be designated by the Legislature as a part of 
the Minimum Program Fund. 


(bb) TEACHER UNITS 
(1) Special Education 


Of the total teacher units provided for exceptional children, twenty- 
five (25) may be used in early adieation programs for exceptional children 
and twenty-five (25) may be used in regional multi-systems, and/or state- 
wide programs for exceptional children. 


All special education units other than the early childhood and multi- 
system units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 1-6 shall 
be allocated to local school systems of the basis of enrollment. Units 
earned by a system on this basis which are not used by such system may 
not be reallocated to other systems except those units necessary to 
guarantee school systems not less than the number of units allocated to 
them during the 1976-77 school year. 
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In addition to the three thousand two hundred fifty (3250) special 
education units now provided through the minimum program, there is 
hereby provided in the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 1b, (aa) the 
sum of fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) to be used in the area of special 
education.* These funds shall be allocated by the State Board of Education 
on a formula recommended by the State Superintendent of Education and 
his staff and approved by the State Board of Education. Each local board 
of education shall submit a proposal to the State Superintendent of 
Education for the use of funds allocated to its system which must be 
approved by the State Board of Education before such funds are 
disbursed. The proposals may include any or all of the following, but not 
limited to: (1) Additional teachers, (2) Teacher Aides, (3) Materials, 
puppies and instructional equipment, (4) Modifications and renovations of 
buildings (including eliminations of architectural barriers). 


Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be approved 
by the State Board of Education. Also, none of the teacher unit positions 
py be filled by teachers not certified as qualified Special Education 
teachers. 


The State Department of Education shall monitor programs to assure 
that the purposes for which these funds are provided are carried out on the 
approved plan. 


(2) Kindergarten 


Two hundred (200) kindergarten units are herewith provided for the 
phasing in of the kindergarten program. During the specified fiscal year, 
the number of units shall be allocated to local boards of education so that 
the number of kindergarten teacher units will be at least equal to the 
number received by the respective local school boards during the preceding 
fiscal year. Thereafter, each local board shall receive at least one 
kindergarten teacher unit. In addition thereto, all local school boards shall 
receive all kindergarten teacher units now supplied by federal funds if 
these programs continue to be federally funded. 


(3) Support Teachers 


It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the local school 
system under the Minimum Program Fund calculation one (1) extra unit or 
fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate of fifteen (15) units or 
fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Program Fund calculation on 
regular units. The local school system shall assign to each school within the 
system at least the number of teacher units earned by that school using the 
Minimum Program Fund calculation and the additional units earned 
through the one (1) to fifteen (15) ratio as set forth herein. No school 
system may reduce the amount of money expended from local funds for 
teachers during the school year 1976-77 except in instances where all 
schools within the system are accredited or have met every requirement of 
accreditation with respect to teacher/pupil ratios. The local school system 
shall furnish the State Department of Education and the Education Study 
Commission such information as may be necessary to determine that the 
provisions of this section have been implemented. These agencies shall 
jointly report to the State Board of Education the implementation of the 
above provisions by December 31, 1977, and to the Legislature by the first 
legislative day of the next regular session. 


*The funds to provide for this program are included under the 
programmatic appropriations of Section 3, A, 16, (aa) Minimum Program 
and the wording in this section(bb) is for explanation purposes only and is 
not intended to be construed to be a second funding. 
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In addition to the regular units allocated in the Minimum Program, 
the same number of teacher units as provided for the school year 1976-77, 
six hundred fifty (650) are provided for the reduction of the class size in 
grades 1-6. The Alabama Education Study Commission and the State 
Department of Education shall have the aathority to insure that the intent 
of the Legislature is implemented. 


(4) Driver Education 


The five hundred (500) teacher units provided in Act No. 197, Regular 
Session, 1976, Section, 3, G, are herewith transferred to the Minimum 
Program and shall be allocated according to a formula provided by the 
State Department of Education. The same benefits provided for other 
minimum program units shall be provided for the driver education units. 


(cc) INSTRUCTIONAL SUPPLIES AND MATERIALS 


Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for grades K-6 
and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for grades 7-12 is 
hereinabove appropriated to the State Board of Education for all teachers 
employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III, and Title IV teachers and ESAA 
teachers) and shall be allocated to each county and city board of education 
for the purchase of instructional supplies, materials, and equipment, 
excluding furniture and fixtures. From these funds appropriated from the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, each local county and city board 
of education shall allocate to the schools in their respective systems an 
amount as set forth hereinabove for each teacher unit in such school. The 
faculty and principal of each school shall cooperatively develop and 
recommend to the superintendent the amount to be allocted to each 
teacher for the operation of the instructional program within the school. 
Each teacher shall be allocated directly at least one hundred and fifty 
dollars ($150) on an amount not less than that teacher received in the 
preceding fiscal year, whichever is greater, to be encumbered directly by 
the teacher for materials and supplies for that teacher’s students; 

rovided, however, any teacher may sign a waiver releasing said funds for 
joint purchases within his respective school. No Board of Education shall 
withhold from any teacher or any school any funds to which they are 
entitled under the provisions of this Act. The local school board shall 
approve or disapprove requisitions for purchases from these funds and 
shall issue purchase orders and handle all financial transactions in 
Gomplines with this section. It is the intent of the legislature that no fees 
shall be collected in the future in courses required for graduation. In non- 
required courses local school boards may set reasonable fees for courses 
requiring laboratory and shop materials and equipment; provided 
however, such fees shall be waived for students who cannot afford to pay 
the fees. This section shall not be construed to prohibit community groups 
or clubs from fund raising activities; provided, however, that students 
shall not be required to participate in such fund raising activities. Any 
funds provided herein not expended during the fiscal year shall revert to 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(dd) PERSONAL LEAVE 


The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program 
provides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per teacher unit for each 
teacher earned under the Minimum Program formula to be granted upon 
request of the teacher and administered by the State Board of Education 
and by local school boards under procedures governing sick leave for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. 
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(ee) HOSPITAL—MEDICAL INSURANCE 


Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program, 
there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven dollars 
and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, administrative, or 
supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, Vocational 
Education Program and any other units paid from State or local funds to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance. 


Provided further that any professional employee eligible for hospital- 
medical assistance who may be subject to coordingtion of benefits because 
of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other than 
those selected under this act, be protected from such coordination of 
benefits to the extent provided by regulation no. 56 of Alabama 
Department of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified 
professional employees in the amount set forth in this appropriation and 
such insurance coverage not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 


The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating professional employees 
selecting the plan(s) and the carrier(s) of the hospital-medical insurance in 
that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall revert to the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(ff) SALARY 
(1) Certificated Personnel 


It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made the State 
Board of Education shall provide beginning with the fiscal year endin 
September 30, 1978, that in addition to all salary now received and all loca 
increments due, all teachers under the Minimum Program shall receive 
salary increases as follows: Teachers holding Rank ‘‘AA” certificates not 
less than one thousand three hundred sixty dollars ($1,360) per annum; 
Rank I teachers not less than one thousand two hundred forty-five dollars 
($1,245) per annum; Rank II teachers not less than one thousand one hun- 
dred thirty dollars ($1,130) per annum; Rank III teachers not less than one 
thousand fifteen dollars ($1,015) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less 
than nine hundred dollars ($900) per annum. These increases are for teach- 
ers with one hundred eighty-day contracts. Additional pro rata salary in- 
creases shall be granted for teachers whose contracts extend beyond one 
hundred eighty days. All teachers employed from funds other than the 
Minimum Program shall receive equal compensation based upon the rank 
of certificate. Any county or city board of education failing to comply 
herewith shall not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program. 


(2) Support Personnel 


All full-time employees of city and county boards of education and all 
full-time employees in the schools under their jurisdiction with the 
exception of those persons listed on the official Teachers’ Institute List 
shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) 
a annum. All adult school bus drivers (including teachers who drive 

uses) shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred dollars 
($500) per annum and all student school bus drivers shall receive a salary 
increase of not less than three hundred dollars ($300) per annum and any 
county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall not be 
entitled to share in the Minimum Program Fund. 
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(3) Lunchroom Workers 


Of the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 16, (aa) to the State 
Board of Education for Nigtribation to local boards the sum of three million 
sen hundred seventy-three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,873,500), is 
allocated for disbursement to local boards of education to provide an 
increase of five hundred dollars ($500) to each lunchroom worker in the 
public schools of the state. 


(gg) SICK LEAVE FOR SUPPORT PERSONNEL 


The $800,000 appropriated in Section 3, A, 16, (aa) is to provide sick 
leave for all bus drivers, cafeteria workers and all other full-time, non- 
certificated personnel employed by city and county boards of education 
and the schools under their jurisdiction and for the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind. The boards of control of city and county school systems 
and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind shall provide for the 
payment for all bus drivers, cafeteria workers and all other full-time 
support personnel who are non-certificated educational employees for 
absences resulting from sickness, accidents or some other unavoidable 
cause which prevents such employee from discharging his/her duties, and 
provided, that any employee not utilizing or being paid for the sick leave in 
any one year may accumulate days at the rate of one day per month for the 
months employed and carry over the unutilized days to the next 
consecutive year or years of employment for the same school system or 
institution or for any other school system or institution in which the 
employee may later be employed until he/she shall accumulate a maximum 
of ninety days. The reasons for granting sick leave shall be the same as 
those for teachers. No reimbursement shall be paid to any local school 
board or to the Board of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind unless a 
substitute has been hired and paid in the absence of any employee who is 
entitled to sick leave as provided herein. 


(hh) In allocating the funds in sub-section (a) the State Board of 
Education shall allot as follows: 


The amount necessary for payment of Board of Adjustment awards in 
accordance with the Minimum Program statutes and regulations. 


For “Other Current Expenses” a sum not to exceed $1,695.57 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Principal Supplement the sum shall not exceed $72.00 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Capital Improvements the sum shall not exceed $64.87 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


Sick leave cee shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 per 
day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the schedule 
set out hereinabove. 


The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed the 
sum of $26,066,490. 


The appropriation hereinabove set out for the fiscal year 1977-78 is 
based on 31,057 teacher units, or as may be adjusted as the result of (bb) 


(1). 
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It is provided in the event there are more than 31,057 earned teacher 
units for the fiscal year 1977-78, then such amounts as are necessary to pay 
for these excess teacher units is hereby appropriated. 


It is further provided that in the event that there be less earned 
teacher units than those set out above than the amount that would have 
been necessary to pay for these earned teacher units shall not be allotted or 
paid. The appropriations hereinabove made for maintenance is to be 
allocated for repairs and renovation of the various school systems based on 
an earned teacher unit basis.

shall be the Chief Coroner/Medical Examiner; that the Chief 
Coroner/Medical Examiner shall direct the staff, subject to the 
supervision of the county governing body; that it shall be duty of the Chief 
Coroner/Medical Examiner to investigate and determine, or to secure 
another Coroner/Medical Examiner to investigate and determine the cause 
and manner of any death when any death falls within one or more of the 
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following categories: (a) criminal violence or criminal neglect, (b) suicide, 
(c) accident, (d) suddenly when in apparent good health, (e) unattended by 
a practicing physician, (f) suspicious or unusual circumstances, (g) 
criminal abortion, (h) poisoning, (1) diseases constituting a threat to public 
health, (j) disease, injury or toxic agent resulting from employment, (k) 
while under anesthesia or within twenty-four hours following anesthesia or 
any other diagnostic or therapeutic procedure, (1) in any prison or penal 
institution, (m) when in police custody, (n) when a body is to be cremated, 
dissected or buried at sea, (o) unclaimed bodies, and (p) when a dead body 
is brought into this State without proper medical certification; that in 
investigating a death under Section 167, a Coroner/Medical Examiner 
shall be authorized to take charge of the dead body, to investigate the 
circumstances of the death, to conduct or have conducted an autopsy, and 
whether or not there is an autopsy, to take and retain whatever tissues and 
biological samples he deems necessary, including blood and/or urine, from 
the body of a person which he deems necessary to establish the cause and 
manner of such person’s death, and to take possession of any object or 
article which in his opinion would be useful in establishing the identity of 
the deceased and/or the cause and manner of death; that there shall be 
vested in Medical Examiners all the authority now or hereafter vested in 
coroners by the law of Alabama, including the authority Section 76, Title 
15, Code of Alabama of 1940, herein called ‘‘Section 76’’, vests in coroners 
to make inquiry of the facts and circumstances of the death of any person 
who has been killed or has suddenly died under such circumstances as to 
afford a reasonable ground for belief that such death has been occasioned 
by the act of another by unlawful means, and the authority Section 76 
vests in coroners to submit to a judge of a court of record or a district 
attorney sworn written statements of witnesses having personal 
knowledge of such circumstances, and to summon, upon direction of such 
judge or district attorney, a jury to inquire into the cause and manner of 
such person’s death; and that no member of the county governing body, 
Coroner/Medical Examiner, registered nurse or appointed: assistant, shall 
incur any civil or criminal liability for his actions under Section 167.

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WHEREAS, C. W. Claybrook, who died on July 10, 1976, at the age of 
71 years, was a native of New Site, Tallapoosa County, Alabama, one of 
eight children of Mr. and Mrs. R. W. Claybrook, four of whom were 
teachers who spent all their tenures in the school systems of Alabama; he 
is survived by his wife, Ruby Claybrook, who was a teacher for forty-two 
years; two of their four children also were teachers and one son, Clint 
Claybrook, is a distinguished member of the Capitol Press Corps; and 


WHEREAS, Professor Claybrook, who received both his 
undergraduate and Master’s degrees from Auburn University, was a 
teacher and principal and, intermittently, a coach for a period of thirty- 
olga years; he taught at Kellyton, Equality, Weogufka and at several 
other locations and spent nearly thirty years as principal at Cragford, 
Dozier, Evergreen and Luverne, taking pride in presenting high school 
diplomas to hundreds of young Alabamians, including his own four 
children; and : 


WHEREAS, his years in Luverne were acknowledged years of crises; 
the issue of integration was at its height, yet C. W. Claybrook accepted 
and piloted his responsibilities through that difficult period of time, while

WHEREAS, on one occasion in Evergreen, when teachers were being 
urged to strike over proration, he rose to state that, “‘I am a teacher. That 
is my work and it’s the children we work for. Strike if you will but, as for 
me, I’ll work, pay or no pay.”; the strike movement broke up, and 
Professor Claybrook’s word are but an example of his deep sense of 
dedicated responsibility to duty; and

was an outstanding educator who was highly dedicated to his teaching 
profession and deeply motivated to instill in the youth of our state those

Peak CERTAIN ACTIONS CONCERNING THE MEDICAID PRO- 

RAM. 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of the State of Alabama is conducting an 
intensive study of its Medicaid Program and is aware that other states are 
experiencing difficulties with said program and this body feels that in some 
cases federal statutes and regulations, as they relate to Medicaid, are 
counterproductive and prevent the furtherance of the overall aims of 
providing health care for ‘‘needy’’ persons in certain specific categories, 
namely the aged, disabled, blind and families of dependent children; and 


WHEREAS, the Medicaid Program is fraught with overutilization 
and abuse; and 
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WHEREAS, the cost of the program to the state now represents 
approximately 25% of the state’s general fund expenditures; and 


WHEREAS, it has been our experience in the Medicaid Program in 
the State of Alabama that co-pay requirements in our drug program have 
helped to eliminate much overutilization and abuse in that particular 
segment of the Medicaid Program and further it is the opinion of this body 
that legislation Pronibiting the transfer of one’s assets in order to obtain 
eligibility would aid in solving the problem concerning the excessive 
number of eligibles; and 


WHEREAS, initial research of our Medicaid Study Committee 
indicates that Federal legislation should be forthcoming allowing states to 
initiate patient co-pay requirements and prohibiting transfer of assets in 
order to become eligible for medicaid; and 


WHEREAS, this body urges our nation’s Chief Executive and our 
Congressional Delegation to use their influence and efforts to promote 
legislation which will achieve these ends and this body further urges the 
formation of a Southeast Regional Committee to study and recommend 
legislation which would help the states of the Southeast solve the 
tremendous problems which face us with regard to the Medicaid Program;

The Senate then proceeded to consideration of the second item of 
Unfinished Business for today, which was the Bill: 


H. 350. Proposing an amendment to further amend Article XI, 
Section 217, of the Constitution of Alabama 1901 relative to ad valorem 
taxation; further providing for the assessment of taxable property and the 
levy of such tax. 


The Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation reported the 
following substitute for the Bill, H. B. 350, to-wit: 


COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL 350 . 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing an amendment to further amend Article XI, Section 217, of 
the Constitution of Alabama 1901 relative to ad valorem taxation; further 
providing for the assessment of taxable property and the levy of such tax. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. The following amendment to Article XI, Section 217, of 
the Constitution of Alabama 1901, as amended, is proposed, to become 
valid as a part of the Constitution when, except as otherwise provided in 
Section 5 hereof, approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting 
thereon and upon proclamation by the Governor: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“Section 217 (a). All taxable property within this State, not exempt 
by law, shall be divided into the following classes for the purposes of ad 
valorem taxation: 


Class I. All property of utilities used in the business of such 
utilities, 

Class II. All property not otherwise classified, 

Class III. All agricultural, forest and residential property. 


(b) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the State, all taxable 
property shall be forever taxed at the same rate, and such property shall be 
assessed for ad valorem tax purposes according to the classes thereof as 
herein defined at the following ratios of assessed value to the fair and 
reasonable market value of such property. 


Class I. 30percentum 
Class II. 25 percentum 
Class III. 15 percentum 


(c) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by counties, 
municipalities or other taxing authority, all taxable property shall be 
forever taxed at the same rate, and such property shall Be assessed for ad 
valorem tax purposes according to the classes of property defined in 
paragraph (a) herein and at the same ratios of assessed value to the fair 
and reasonable market value thereof as fixed in paragraph (b) herein, 
provided however, that the Legislature may vary the ratio of assessed 
value to the fair and reasonable market value as to any class of property as 
defined in paragraph (b) herein, and provided, further, that the Legislature 
may fix a uniform ratio of assessment of all property within a county 
defined in paragraph (a) herein as Class II and III and may fix a different 
ratio of assessment for property defined in paragraph (a) as Class I. Such 
ratios as herein authorized may vary among counties so long as each such 
ratio is uniform within a county. Such ratios previously fixed by act of the 
Legislature under constitutional authority shall remain in full force and 
effect until changed by further legislative action. 


No class of property shall have a ratio of assessed value to fair and 
reasonable market value of less than 15 percentum nor more than 35 
percentum. 


With respect to the assessment of taxable property the fair and 
reasonable market value of such property shall not be based on a 
speculative prospective value which the property might have if it were put 
to some other possible use, or handled in some other manner other than its 
use or the manner of its handling at the time of the assessment; the use to 
which the property is being put at the time of the assessment shall be 
conclusively presumed to be its highest and best use. However, when and if 
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such property assessed at its current use is changed to a use which results 
in a higher assessed value, then the Legislature may provide for a 
retroactive tax levy, which shall not apply for more than the immediately 
preceding 5 years, based upon the higher assessed value to which the 
property use has been changed. 


(d) Accounty, municipality, or other taxing authority may decrease 
any ad valorem tax rate at any time, provided such decrease shall not 
jeopardize the payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by such tax. 
When the tax assessor of each county shall complete the assembly of the 
assessment book for his county for the ad valorem tax year immediately 
following the adoption of this amendment completion of the reappraisal of 
all property within the county as required by law and the computation of 
ad valorem taxes that will be paid upon such reappraisal assessment, he 
shall certify to each authority within his county that levies an ad valorem 
tax the amount of ad valorem tax that will be produced by every levy in 
that year, but excluding for this purpose any assessment of propert 
added to the tax rolls of such county for the tax year in which suc 
certification is made that was not included on the tax rolls for the next 
preceding tax year. If it shall appear that the estimated ad valorem tax 
receipts from any levy so estimated shall be less than the exceed, by more 
than twenty percent (20%), the total of the receipts from the same levy 
during the next immediately preceding ad valorem tax year, then the 
levying authority shall increase decrease each tax rate by such millage as is 
necessary to produce revenue that is not less than and that is substantially 
equal to that but does not exceed by more than twenty (20%) the revenue 
received during such immediately preceding tax year. It is further 
provided that any and all millage adjustments shall be made in increments 
of not less than 1/2 mill. The adjustment herein required shall be made 
only one time by each taxing authority and shall be made in the ad valorem 
tax year immediately following the year in which adoption of this 
amendment completion of the reappraisal of property as required by law is 
complete and any whether such reappraisal is completed before or after the 
effective date hereof, and upon completion of any future reappraisals as 
required by law. The provisions of this subsection (d) shall not apply to the 
ad valorem taxes levied by the State. 


(e) Any county municipality, or other taxing authority may increase 
the rate at which ad valorem taxes are levied above the limit now provided 
in the Constitution and may increase any tax rate previously adjusted 
pursuant to the provisions of paragraph (d) herein provided that the 
proposed increase shall have been (1) proposed by the authority having 
power to levy the tax after a public hearing on such proposal, (2) thereafter 
approved by an act of the Legislature, and (3) subsequently approved by a 
majority vote of the qualified electors of the area in which the tax is to be 
levied or increased who vote on the proposal. 


(f) The Legislature is authorized to enact legislation to implement 
the provisions of this amendment, and may provide for exemptions from 
taxation; provided, however, that any statutory exemption existing prior 
to the adoption of this amendment shall not be repealed, except by 
subsequent legislative act, and shall remain in full force and effect. 


(g) Wherever any constitutional provision or status provides for, 
limits or measures the power or authority of any county, municipality, or 
other taxing authority to levy taxes, borrow money, or incur indebtedness 
in relation to the assessment of property therein for state taxes or for state 
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and county taxes such provision shall mean as assessed for county or 
municipal taxes as the case may be. 


(h) Any provision of the Constitution of Alabama to the contrary 
notwithstanding, ad valorem taxes shall never exceed 1 1/2% of the fair 
and reasonable market value of the property in any one taxable year. 


(i) The following property shall be exempt from all ad valorem 
taxation: The real and personal property of the state, counties and 
municipalities and property devoted exclusively to religious, educational 
or charitable purposes.’ 


(j) Where any state constitutional, statutory or regulatory 
requirement in effect on the date of the adoption of this constitutional 
amendment requires counties, municipalities or other taxing authorities to 
levy any minimum ad valorem tax millage rate for any purpose in order for 
such county, municipality or other taxing authority to qualify for any 
funds or other benefits provided by or through the state, no counties, 
municipalities or other taxing puiltiorities shall be penalized due to a 
millage reduction hereunder and they shall qualify for such funds or other 
benefit in spite of a millage reduction hereunder if such county, 
municipality or other taxing authority qualified for such funds or other 
benefit at the time of the adoption of this constitutional amendment. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from final 
adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election shall be 
held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the 
Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article XVIII, Title 
17, of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall 
be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the State. If a 
newspaper is not published in the county, a copy of the notice shall be 
posted at the courthouse and in three other places in the county. 


Section 4. In the event any section, sentence, clause or provision of 
this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, 
sentences, clauses or provisions of this Act, which shall continue in effect. 


Section 5. The provisions of the last paragraph of subsection (c) of 
Section 1 hereof establishing standards for the determination of the fair 
and reasonable market value of property for assessment purposes shall not 
take effect upon approval by a majority of the qualified electors voting 
thereon and upon proclamation by the Governor, but shall, instead, 
become effective for the first ad valorem tax year following the completion 
in all counties of this state of the state-wide reappraisal of property in 
progress on the date of the adoption of this constitutional amendment.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the establishment of a merit system for certain county 
and municipal law enforcement officers in Escambia County, Alabama, 
and a merit system board governing the removal and official conduct of 
such officers; defining violations of the act; imposing penalties for 
violations; and repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The provisions of this act shall be applicable to all count 
law enforcement officers in Escambia County, Alabama, and to all 
municipal law enforcement officers of all municipalities in such county, 
except those municipalities whose governing bodies, within thirty days 
after the effective date of this act, elect that such city shall not be covered 
by this act. Any municipal governing body making such an election shall 
immediately file a notice thereof with the Escambia County Commission; 
and thereafter this act shall not apply to such municipality’s law 
enforcement officers. 


Section 2. As used in this act, unless the context clearly requires a 
different meaning: ‘“‘county’’ means Escambia County, Alabama; 
“employee’’ means any law enforcement officer who is employed either by 
the county or by an incorporated municipality within the county unless 
such municipality has elected not to be covered by this act; ‘‘law 
enforcement officer’ shall mean and include a policeman, policewoman, 
detective and other officials who have authority to make arrests, and who 
are employed by the county or an incorporated municipality within the 
county as a permanent or regular employee for and subject to law 
enforcement duties; ‘‘merit employee’ means any such employee who shall 
have completed his six months of probationary employment; ‘‘board”’ 
means the merit system board created by this act; ‘“‘appointing authority”’ 
means in the case of employees in the offices of the elected officials of the 
municipality or county, such elected officials, and means, in the case of all 
other municipal or county employees, the municipal or county governing 
body, or the municipal or county board or other agency supervising their 
work. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act shall apply to all law 
enforcement officers in the service of Escambia Caonty or any 
incorporated municipality therein except those municipalities which have 
elected not to be covered by this act and have filed notice of such election 
as prescribed in Section 1 of this act, except: (a) persons holding elective 
offices; (b) members of appointive boards, commissions, and committees; 
(c) independent contractors; and (d) any person whose employment is 
ae to the approval of the United States government or any agency 
thereof. 
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Section 4. All employees to whom the provisions of this act apply 
shall be governed by merit system rules and regulations prescribed in or 
promulsered pursuant to this act, administered by the merit system 

oard, the creation of which is provided for in Section 5 hereof. Present 
such employees shall remain in their respective employments during good 
behavior; but nothing herein shall be construed to prevent or preclude the 
removal of such an employee for cause in the manner hereinafter provided; 
and such employees shall be subject fully to the provisions of this act. 


Section 5. There is hereby created the law enforcement officers 
merit system board of Escambia County, Alabama, which shall be 
composed of three members appointed by the Escambia County 
Commission. The following groups shall each submit the names of three 
nominees to said Commission: 


1. All law enforcement employees of the several incorporated 
municipalities in Escambia County, except those municipalities in which 
this act does not apply. 


2. All law enforcement employees of the Escambia County sheriff’s 
department and all law enforcement employees of boards, agencies or 
elected officials in Escambia County. 


3. The County Commission. 


Original appointees shall serve for terms of two (2) years, four (4) 
years and six (6) years, respectively, or until their successors are 
appointed. Thereafter, all appointees shall serve for a period of six (6) years 
or until their successors are appointed. Initial terms of office shall be 
determined by drawing names after nominees have been appointed. No 
person shall be appointed to the board who is not a resident and qualified 
elector of Escambia County and over the age of twenty-one years. 


Members of the board shall take the constitutional oath of office, 
which shall be filed in the office of the probate judge. Vacancies on the 
board shall be filled for the unexpired term of the vacant position in the 
same manner as original appointments. The county commission shall have 
power to establish rules and regulations governing the removal of 
members of the board. The board members shall elect a chairman and 
secretary from among their number. Any member of the board who 
becomes a candidate or is elected or appointed to another public office of 
profit, vacates his office as a member atthe board. 


Section 6. Each member of the board shall be paid a salary to be set 
by the Escambia County Commission. 


Section 7. The board shall fix the times for its regular meetings; and 
it may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any time. A majority of 
the board members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. All meetings of the board shall be held in the Escambia County 
courthouse. The board may prescribe rules governing its procedure not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 


Section 8. The board shall keep complete minutes of its meetings 
and a record of all business transacted by it. Its records, except those 
which the rules of the board require to be held confidential for reasons of 
public policy, shall be open for inspection by any resident of the county 
during roaular business hours at the county courthouse. 
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Section 9. The board shall have power to: (1) classify the different 
types of services to be performed in the service of the county; (2) prescribe 
qualifications, including those of education, training and experience for the 
appointees and incumbents of each class; and (3) allocate each position in 
the service to its proper class. 


The salary to be paid in each classification shall be determined by the 
Escambia County Commission. 


Section 10. All appointments, other than temporary appointments, 
shall be probationary for six months from the date of appointment. A 
probationny employee may be discharged by his appointing authority at 

is or its pleasure at any time before the expiration of six months from his 
appointment. After he shall have served for six months in the position to 
which he was appointed or employed such employee shall become a merit 
employee. 


Section 11. An appointing authority, shall have authority to 
suspend without pay a merit employee for any personal misconduct, or 
fact, affecting or concerning his fitness or ability to perform his duties in 
the public interest. In the event a merit employee is suspended without pay 
for more than thirty days in any one year, he shall be entitled to a aublic 
hearing by the merit system board upon written demand filed within five 
days from the date of the order of suspension. If, after hearing the board, 
determines that the action of the appointing authority was not with good 
cause, the suspension shall be revoked. 


Section 12. a) The governing body of the municipality or county, 
any member of such governing body, or the head of any department or 
office of such municipality or county can remove, discharge, or demote any 
merit employee who is directly under such governing body, member 
thereof, or department head, provided that within five days a report in 
writing of such action is made to the board, giving the reason for such 
removal, discharge or demotion. The employee shall have ten days from the 
time of notification of his discharge, removal, or demotion in which to 
eppee! to the board. If such appeal be filed, the board shall thereupon order 
the charges or complaint to be filed forthwith in writing, if not already 
filed, and shall hold a hearing de novo on such charges. No merit employee 
shall be removed, discharged or demoted except for some personal 
misconduct or fact pondering his further tenure harmful to the public 
interest, or for some cause affecting or concerning his fitness or ability; 
and if such removal, discharge or demotion is appealed to the board, then 
the same will become final only upon affirmation by the board after a 
hearing upon written charges or complaint has been had and after an 
opportunity has been given such employee to face his accusers and be 
heard in his own defense. Pending a hearing on said appeal, the affected 
employee may be suspended; and after such hearing the board may order 
said employee reinstated, demoted, removed, discharged, or suspended, or 
take such other disciplinary action as in their judgment is warranted b 
the evidence and under the law. In all cases the decision of the board sha 
be reduced to writing and entered in the record of the case and shall include 
the board’s finding of facts upon which its decision is based. In all 
proceedings before the board, the county attorney shall appear and 
prosecute all charges instituted by the municipal or county governing body 
or any member thereof or by any department head, when requested or 
directed to do so by such municipal or county governing body. In all 
proceedings before the board, when directed by the municipal or county 
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governing body to do so, the county attorney shall appear and represent 
the interest of the municipality or county and awe such legal advice and 
legal assistance to the board as may be requested by it. 


The board shall have the power to administer oaths, take depositions, 
certify officials acts, and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of 
witnesses and production of papers necessary as evidence in connection 
with any hearing, investigation, or proceeding within the purview of this 
act. The sheriff or some other law enforcement officer of the county shall 
serve all processes of the board. In case a pernee refuses to obey such 
subpoena, the board may invoke the aid of the circuit court of Escambia 
County, Alabama, in order that the testimony or evidence be produced. 
Upon proper showing, such court shall issue a subpoena or order requiring 
the person to appear before the board and produce all evidence and give all 
testimony relating to the matter in issue. A person who fails to obey such 
subpoena or order may be punished by the circuit court as prescribed by 
law for contempt. The fees of witnesses for attendance and travel shall be 
the same as fees for witnesses in the circuit court of Escambia County, 
Alabama, which fees shall be paid from the treasury of the county. 


b) Any person aggrieved by a decision of the board may appeal! such 
decision to the circuit court of Escambia County within thirty days from 
the rendition of such decision by the board. Review by the circuit court 
shall be confined to the record, and to a determination of the questions of 
law presented; the board’s findings of fact shall be final and conclusive. 


Section 13. No employee shall make, solicit or receive any 
assessment, donation, subscription or contribution for any political 
purpose whatsoever, or be a member of a committee or an officer of a 
political party. or take any part in its management or affairs except to 
exercise his right as a citizen to express his opinion and cast his vote; no 
employee shall assist any candidate for nomination or election to public 
office, or make any public statement in support of or against any such 
candidate or participate in any manner whatever in the campaign of any 
candidate in any general or primary election; and no employee shall receive 
any appotuene or advancement as a reward for his support of a 
candidate for office or a political party; nor shall he be dismissed, 
suspended or reduced in rank or pay as punishment for his failure to 
support any candidate for political office. 


Section 14. The compensation and all other expenses of the board 
arising under the provisions hereof shall be paid from funds of the county 
on the claims of the merit system board in the same manner as other 
county salaries and expenses are paid; such claims of the merit system 
board shall be subject to review by the Escambia County Commission. 


Section 15. Any merit employee who wilfully violates any of the 
provisions of this act, or any rule or regulation issued in pursuance hereof, 
shall be dismissed from service under the system and shall not be 
reappointed or re-employed for two years. 


Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 
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Section 18. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
assage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

Carolina, returned to his native state in 1924 to work as assistant state 
geologist with Dr. Eugene Alan Smith, state geologist, and assumed that 
position himself in 1927; he also served as supervisor of the Alabama Oil 
and Gas Board and had been in that position for five years when oil was 
first discovered in Alabama in 1944; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Jones was an amazing prophet in the development of 
the natural resources of this state, predicting the discovery of many 
mineral and ore deposits in this state, and particularly predicting the 
discovery of large deposits of oil and gas in South Alabama, ane before the 
actual events; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Jones has given much to this nation, having served 
in the U.S. Army, Corps of Engineers, with valor and honor in World 
Wars vend II and his eldest son, Nelson, was killed in action in World War

the pursuit of his profession, after using his own money to feed deserving 
colleagues during the depression of the 1930’s, and to preserve and restore 
Indian burial grounds, particularly those at Moundville State Park near

WHEREAS, he had been a director of the Alabama Museum of 
Natural History, president of the American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers, a vice president of the Southeastern Geological 
Society, a fellow in the Geological Society of America and the American 
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Association for the Advancement of Science, and a life member of the 
National Ste eleological Society and the American Geophysical Society; he 
further authored innumerable publications related to his field; and

outdoors, working hard to further and promote the goals and projects of 
Ducks Unlimited; he was one of the first directors of the Alabama 
Department of Conservation in 1939 and 1940; and

A councillor shall be entitled to pape eation pa ayable 
from the state treasury at the same times and in the same way that the 
Governor’s salary is paid which shall be in the amount of $18,000 (eighteen 
thousand dollars) per annum. 


Section 4. This Act shall automatically expire and have no force and 
affect immediately upon the adoption of a constitutional amendment 
providing or authorizing retirement or pensions for former governors if 
any such constitutional amendment should d be proposed in the future. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate further the compensation of certain public officers; to 
provide for such a salary adjustment for Alabama state troopers and police 
communications officers as will bring the salaries of these employees of the 
Department of Public Safety to a level approximating the average salary 
of like employees in the Southeastern United States; to make an 
appropriation to implement this act; and to repeal conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature of Alabama commissioned a study of 
state salary structures in 1975 and such study indicated that a notable 
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salary lag existed between state troopers in Alabama and other troopers of 
the Southeast and the Nation. Recognizing the qualifications and training 
required for personnel filling these positions, their constant exposure to 
danger, their irregular work schedules under a wide range of conditions, 
the Legislature does hereby appropriate out of the general fund, for the 
fiscal year beginning October 1, 1977, the sum of $2,480,000.00 to 
implement this act. 


Section 2. The State Personnel Department shall increase the 
salaries of the following classifications of employees within the State 
Department of Public Safety in the amount of $115.00 bi-weekly: State 
Trooper Cadet, State Trooper, State Trooper Corporal, State Trooper 
Sergeant, State Trooper Lieutenant, State Trooper Captain, State Trooper 
Major, Police Communications Officer I, Police Communications Officer 
II, and Police Communications Supervisor I. 


Section 3. The Director of the State Personnel Department shall 
revise the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for classes of 
employees enumerated in Section 2 subject to the merit system law to 
reflect this increase herein provided and shall certify the same to the State 
Comptroller who shall issue his warrants in accordance therewith. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws, general, local or special, in 
conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective on the beginning of the 
first state pay period beginning on or after October 1, 1977. It is 
specifically provided, however, that this act shall not affect the 
compensation of any officer or employee of Coosa County or of Tuscaloosa 
County even though the compensation of such officers was heretofore 
prescribed by a law, which based such compensation of one or more of the 
positions in the above listed classifications.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


The legislature may provide for the formation of districts in Jefferson 
County, Alabama, for establishing and maintaining a system for fighting 
or preventing fires, and medical rescue services, also for establishing and 
maintaining a system for the collection and disposal of garbage and trash; 
provided, however, that no territory lying within the limits of a municipal 
corporation at the time of the establishment of any such district shall be 
included within such district; and provided further, that no such district 
shall be established unless the establishment thereof has been first 
approved by the qualified electors residing within the proposed district at 
an election held as provided for by a law or laws adopted by the legislature.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


1. As used in this amendment, these terms have the meanings here 
given them: ‘‘service district’’ means a district for which this amendment 
provides; ‘‘expenses’’ means the expenses of establishing a district and 
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providing the services and facilities the district is authorized to provide; 
and ‘‘county governing body’”’ means the governing body of Jefferson 
County. 


2. The county governing body may provide for the formation of 
service districts in Jefferson County for any of the following purposes: to 
establish and maintain a system to fight or prevent fires and to furnish 
medical rescue services; to establish and maintain a system to collect and 
dispose of ger bore and trash; and to provide park and recreational 
facilities; provided, however, that no territory lying within the limits of a 
municipal corporation at the time of the eetablishinent of any such district 
shall be included within such district; and provided, further, that no such 
district shall be established unless the establishment thereof has been first 
approved by the qualified electors residing within the proposed district at 
an election held as provided for by laws heretofore or hereafter adopted by 
the Legislature, or as provided for by ordinances hereafter adopted by the 
County governing body. 


A district may be established for any one or more of the foregoing 
purposes. The county governing body shall provide by ordinance for 
submitting to the qualified electors within the proposed district the 
question of whether the district shall be created for one or more of such 
purposes. 


3. The district expenses shall be paid for by the proceeds of service 
charges or property taxes for which paragraphs 4 and 5, below, provide or 
by a combination of such proceeds; provided, however, that any funds 
received from the federal or state government may be used to pay such 
expenses. 


4. Subject to the conditions stated in patagraph 6, below, the 
governing body of a district may by resolution levy service charges to pay 
the expenses of the district. 


Said service charges shall be levied upon and collected from the 
persons for whom and the property for which the services and facilities are 
provided or made available; and such charges shall be a personal obligation 
of the occupant of such property and shall also be a lien upon such 
property, enforceable by the sale thereof. 


5. Subject to the conditions stated in paragraph 6, below, the county 
governing body may by ordinance levy a tax on all taxable property in any 
district in addition to any other tax authorized by law, to pay the expenses 
of the district. 


The taxes levied under this paragraph 5 shall be subject to the laws of 
the state providing for the following: the time for the levy and the payment 
of such taxes; the place of the payment on such taxes; the interest and 
penalties payable on such taxes not paid when due; the lien for the taxes; 
and the remedies for collection of suck taxes unpaid. 


6. No service charge or tax provided for by this amendment shall 
become effective unless hefors the creation of the district involved such 
service charge or tax shall have been approved at an election in the 
territory proposed to be established as a district held at the time of the 
election on establishing the proposed district or unless after the 
establishment of the district the following shall have occurred: 


(1) the governing body adopting the resolution or ordinance shall 
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have published the same in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
district involved; 


(2) thirty (30) days shall have elapsed since the publication of such 
resolution or ordinance; and 


(3) one of these two events, called Event A and Event B, shall have 
occurred: Event A: Thirty days following the said publication shall have 
passed without any petition for an election being filed under the ordinance 
paragraph 7, below, requires; Event B: At an election called under said 
ordinance the proposed service charge or tax shall have been approved. 


7. The provisions of this paragraph 7 shall be subject to the 
conditions and limitations of paragraah it below. The county governing 
body shall adopt ordinances providing for elections to be held on the 

uestion of the establishment of districts in the unincorporated areas of 
the county and on the question of levying service charges or taxes to pay 
the expenses. The county governing body shall adopt an ordinance, or 
ordinances, governing elections on the question of the creation of proposed 
districts in the unincorporated areas of the county and on the question of 
whether a proposed service charge or tax shall be levied. Such ordinances 
shall provide for the following: the form of petition for such election; the 
number of qualified electors residing in the district or in the proposed 
district required to sign the petition to secure such election; the conduct of 
the election and the time allowed for filing such petition in the office of the 
Probate Judge of the county, which time shall not be less than 30 days 
following the publication of the resolution or ordinance as required by 
paragraph 6, above.

The county governing 
body by ordinance may provide for the enlargement of a district by the

‘Real property instrument’’ means and includes any instrument or 
document affecting the title to real property that may be now or hereafter 
filed for record in the probate office pursuant to the applicable 
requirements of the laws of this state, including, but without limitation to 
Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 3, of Title 47 of the Code and all statutes 
providing for the filing and recording of notices or statements of liens of 
any kind, notices of Lis Pendens, declarations of claims of exemptions, 
certificates of judgment, and plats or maps showing subdivisions of real 
estate; but shall not include any miscellaneous instrument. 
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‘General property instrument” means a real property instrument 
that affects the title to personal property as well as real property. 


‘‘Personal property instrument”’ means any instrument or document 
affecting the title to personal property only (as distinguished from real 
property) that may be now or hereafter filed for record in the probate 
office, in accordance with the applicable requirements of the laws of this 
state, including particularly said Articles 10 and 11. 


‘Improved indexing and recording system’ means a system of 
indexing and recording real property instruments, miscellaneous 
instruments, and personal property instruments in the probate office and, 
in the discretion of the governing body of the county, of recording other 
instruments and documents in the probate office, which system, when 
completed, will consist of the following: (a) The following 
microphotographed copies; (i) microphotographed copies of all real 
property instruments, (or of the record of such instruments) or any 
instrument required by law to be recorded at any time filed for record in the 
probate office, such copies to be arranged chronologically, according to the 
date of the filing for record of the original instruments, in such a manner 
that said copies will be readily available for inspection and which will be 
most suitable to carry out the intent and purpose of this Act, and which 
shall be separated into different classifications indicating generally the 
nature of the instruments recorded in each container of such copies to be 
designated by the judge of probate of the county. And may include such 
classifications as ‘‘Real Property,’ ‘‘Miscellaneous,’’ ‘‘Mechanic’s and 
Materialmen’s Liens,” “Judgments” and the like; microphotographed 
copies of any or all of the following records and instruments (or the record 
thereof) at any time filed for record, recorded or made an official record in 
the probate office; certificates of incorporation, amendment and 
dissolution pertaining to corporations, and any other documents properly 
recorded in the Incorporation Records of the county, Wills, and Records of 
Adoptions, Legitimations, Marriage Licenses, Administrator’s Accounts, 
and Tax Sales; (b) equipment necessary and suitable to prepare and 
contain the microphotographed records hereinabove referred to, and to 
view in enlarged size the said microphotographed records. 


‘Initial installation costs’’ means the costs of the initial installation of 
an improved indexing and recording system. 


Section 2. Installation and Maintenance of system. The count 
commission or like governing body of the county is hereby authorized, 
directed and re vired to provide for the installation, and thereafter for the 
maintenance, of an improved indexing and recording system shall include 
the following: (a) The acquisition of the equipment provided for in clause

Section 3. Official and Permanent Records, What Constitutes. On 
and after the effective installation date, the microphotographic copies of 
all instruments and records provided herein to be microphotographed shall 
constitute the official record of such instruments for the purposes of 
Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 3 of the Code and all other laws applicable to 
the recording of any of such instruments and for all other purposes; and 
the record of real property instruments, personal property instruments, 
miscellaneous instruments, and other documents and records that may be 
microphotographed pursuant to the provisions of this act, made in books 
prior to the effective installation date shall not thereafter constitute 
official records. 


Following the effective installation date, real property instruments, 
personel roperty instruments, and other documents and records provided 
erein to be microphotographed shall no longer be recorded in books. 


Section 4. Applicability of Existing Laws. All provisions of the laws 
of Alabama with respect to the recording and indexing of real property 
instruments, personal property instruments, general property 
instruments, miscellaneous instruments, and other instruments and 
records that may constitute part of an improved indexing and recording 
system installed hereunder (including, but without limitation to, the 
provisions of Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 3 of Title 47 of the Code, and 
the provisions of all statutes respecting the filing and recording of notices 
or statements of liens of any kind, notices of Lis Pendens, declarations of 
claims of exemption, certificates of judgment, or plats or maps showing

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. When used in this act, unless the context 
plainly indicates otherwise, the etal words and phrases shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section. 


(a) ‘‘Commissioner’’ means the commissioner of revenue of the state 
revenue department. 


(b) ‘‘Person’’ means any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, 
association, or any combination thereof. 


(c) ‘‘Producer’’ means any person engaging in the business of 
severing stone from the soil within Bibb County. 


(d) ‘‘Purchaser’’ means any person acquiring title, outright or 
conditionally, to any interest in severed stone. 


(e) ‘‘Severing”’ means cutting, mining, stripping or otherwise taking 
or removing from the soil within Bibb County. 


(f) ‘“Ton’’ means a short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


(g) ‘Transporter’? means any person transporting stone from the 
place where it is severed or from any other place to any other place, within 
or without Bibb County. 


Section 2. Severance tax levied. There is hereby levied, in addition to 
all other taxes imposed by law, an excise and privilege tax on every person 
severing stone within Bibb County. The tax shall be paid to the 
Commissioner by every producer who severs stone within Bibb County at 
the rate of 5 cents per ton. 


Section 3. Procucer reports and payments. Every producer shall, 
within twenty (20) days after the end of each calendar month, whether or 
not he shall have actually severed stone during that month, file with the 
commissioner a report which shall set forth, in a form to be prescribed by 
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the commissioner, the amount of stone in tons, if any, severed by such 
producer during the next preceding calendar month; the point of severance 
thereof; the amount of tax due; and such other information as the 
commissioner may reasonably require for the proper enforcement of the 
provisions of this act. The producer shall accompany such report with 
payment of the full amount at the tax shown to be due. The report shall be 
signed by the producer himself in the case of an individual producer, or by a 
member, officer, or manager of the producer in other cases. 


Section 4. Purchaser and transporter reports. Purchasers and 
transporters of stone severed in Bibb County shall file a report with the 
commissioner, on forms prescribed by the commissioner, within twenty 
(20) days after the end of each calendar month in which such purchaser or 
transporter purchased or transported stone severed in Bibb County. The 
report shall state the names and addresses of all producers in Bibb Count 
from whom such purchaser or transporter has received stone during stich 
calendar month; the total quantity of stone so acquired; and, in the case of 
a transporter, to whom and where each ton of stone was delivered; and 
such other information as the commissioner may reasonably pe for the 

roper enforcement of the provisions of this act. The report shall be signed 
By the purchaser or transporter himself in the case of an individual 
purchaser or transporter, or by a member, officer, or manager of the 
purchaser or transporter in all other cases. 


Section 5. The tax imposed by this act shall constitute a debt due 
Bibb County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all other 
methods provided by law. The said tax, together with interest thereon, 
shall constitute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person 
from whom said tax is due. All provisions of the revenue laws of this state 
which apply to the enforcement of liens for taxes due the state shall apply 
fully to the collection of the county tax levied herein, and the state 
department of revenue for the use and benefit of Bibb County shall collect 
such taxes and enforce this act and shall have and exercise for such 
collection and enforcement all rights and remedies that this state or the 
department has for collection of the state stone severance tax. The state 
department of revenue shall have full authority to employ such special 
counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce collection of the

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MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 


Mr. President: 


The House has originated and adopted the following House Joint 
Resolution and sends same herewith to the Senate for its consideration: 


By Mr. Gafford: 


H. J. R. 572. TO CREATE AND PROVIDE FOR A 
CONTINUING INTERIM TAX STRUCTURE COMMITTEE. 


WHEREAS, there is great need for a continuing and on-going study 
of the various and diverse taxes levied by the State of Alabama and the 
revenues they produce; and 


WHEREAS, such a continuous study is absolutely essential to study, 
sift, digest and disseminate this vital information to the members of the 
Alabama Legislature; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSE THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created 
a tax structure committee which shall be a continuous and on-going 
interim committee of the Alabama Legislature. Said committee shall meet 
during the interim between regular and special sessions and at such times 
during the sessions as are deemed necessary to conduct a careful 
investigation and study of the financial condition of the State, the needs 
for tax revenues by the various agencies and programs of the State and the 
revenues produced by the many and varied taxes levied by the State of 
Alabama. The committee shall report its findings to the Alabama 
Legislature in both oral and written reports from time to time as they deem 
wise and necessary. 


The committee shall be composed of four members of the House and 
three members of the Senate to be chosen by the presiding officer of their 
respective houses and the chairman of the Senate standing committee on 
finance and taxation and chairman of the House standing committee on 
ways and means who shall serve on the committee ex officio. The 
committee shall hold an organizational meeting and shall establish its 
Hes for procedure and conduct and shall choose its chairman and vice 
chairman. 


The chairman of the committee, or in his absence the vice chairman, 
shall set the schedule and program for committee work.

H,e may appoint 
subcommittees and invest them with such authority as it is deemed 
necessary to conduct the subcommittee’s business and expedite its work. 
The Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House shall furnish 
clerical assistance and staff as may be required by the chairman of the 
committee. 


The members of the committee shall be paid the same compensation, 
per diem and expenses as they receive while in legislative session on those 
days when they meet or when they attend to the business of the committee.

The payment of all 
compensation and expenses under this resolution shall be paid from funds

“(c) any bona fide boarding school in which children are primarily 
taught branches of education corresponding to those taught in public 
schools, grades one through 12, or taught in public elementary schools, 
high schools, or both elementary and high schools; 


‘“(d) Any religious educational institution which provides 
instruction in branches of education comparable to those taught in schools, 
kindergarten through 12, or taught in elementary schools, high schools, or 
both elementary and high schools. 


“Section 2.08. ‘Day care center’ means any child care facility 
receiving more than 6 children for daytime care during all or part of a day. 
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The term ‘day care center’ includes, but is not limited to, facilities 
commonly called ‘child care centers’, ‘day nurseries’, ‘nursery schools’, 
‘kindergartens’, and ‘play groups’, with or without stated educational 
por oses. The term ‘day care center’ further includes, but is not limited to, 

in yl pba or nursery schools or other daytime programs operated as a 

art of a private school and receiving more than 6 children younger than 
awful school age for daytime care for more than four hours a day, with or 
without stated educational purposes. The term does not include (a) 
kindergartens or nursery schools or other daytime programs operated by

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCE ON S. B. 469 


We, the committee on conference appointed to reconcile the difference 
of the two houses concerning the House amendments for Senate Bill 469, 
have met in conference, considered the matter in conference and have 
agreed to the following report: 


‘‘Amend Senate Bill 469 by deleting the numbers 1976 on line 2, page 
15 and insert in lieu thereof the numbers 1977” further amend the bill, by 
deleting on Page 2, line 26 the words ‘‘road building, various activities by 
or on behalf of the’’ and also on Page 3, between lines 3 and 4 add 
subsection 3 as follows: ‘‘(3) This bill specifically exempts those persons, 
firms and/or agencies engaged in the road building industry when the use 
of blasting agents and/or explosives are essential to the construction of a 
road or highway as herein described.” 


Further amend the bill, on page 13 by adding at the end of subsection 
(b) anew subsection ‘‘(c)’’ as follows: ‘‘(c) The agency is hereby authorized 
to enter into such agreements as it deems necessary with the governing 
bodies of each county in which blasting operations are conducted under 
which the county may designate certain county employees, as are 
acceptable to the agency, to be auxiliary agency personnel who shall have 
the authority to conduct inspections pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
and to report to the agency their findings for action by the agency. The 
names of all such persons designated as auxiliary agency personnel shall be 
furnished to the operators in the county in which such auxiliary agency 
pe shall be authorized to represent the agency and the agency shall 

rnish to such auxiliary agency personnel proper identification.” 


Further amend the Bill on page 14, line 19 by striking the words and 
figures ‘‘$100.00 nor more than $1,000.00.” and adding in lieu thereof the 
words and figures ‘‘$500.00 nor more than $5,000.00.”

and/or explosives allowable under certain conditions and establishing a 
table of such amounts; to provide for monitoring of blasting by 
seismological devices and prescribing criteria for their design and use; to 
establish a formula for computing certain effects of blasting; to establish 
poraieeibie occasions for the use of seismographic equipment; to provide 
or the keeping of certain records and their availability for examination by 
the state; to require that those engaged in blasting operations obtain 
property damage and personal injury liability insurance; to establish 
penalties for the violation of this Act; to provide for the administration of 
this Act by the Department of Industrial Relations and by the Alabama 
Surface Mining Reclamation Commission; to provide a severability clause; 
to repeal certain laws and to prohibit the enactment of local, county, or 
amar rp regulations; to establish powers of the administering agencies;

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 


development of public education in Alabama and for debt service and 
capital improvements for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978 and for 
the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of 
Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 7, inclusive. 
For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, 
amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs 
are shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than the 
appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the 
purpose of this Act, the following definitions shall be applicable: (a) 
“Capital Improvements” shall include all expenditures for the purchase 
of land, buildings, and renovations; (b) ‘“‘Equipment Purchases” shall 
mean those items of office equipment, and other equipment which have an 
appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year; (c) 
“Automotive Equipment Purchases” shall mean those items of motor 
vehicle equipment only and the money appropriated therefor shall be 
expended only for such purposes. The amounts herein appropriated for 
“equipment purchases” and ‘‘automotive equipment purchases’ shall be 
decreased by the amount of the sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of 
equipment purchases and automotive equipment purchases as described 
in Section 1 (b) and (c) hereof; (d) ‘‘ASETF” shall mean Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund. 


Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
pai from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
ducational Trust Fund and are hereby made for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978, and 
except as may be otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein 
made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations 
of the Budget and Financial antral Act (Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55 of 
the Code of Alabama 1940), the provisions of Act No. 494 adopted at the 
1976 Regular Session, and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 


(b}) Amounts shown herein under the columns ‘‘Federal & Other 
Funds” and ‘‘Total” are set forth for the purpose of indicating amounts 
estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other than

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the 
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expenditure of such fund, shall be used for providing a minimum term and 
for the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools of the 
State. Provided further, that in no case shall a term of less than nine 
months in tax districts be approved, except that the State Board of 
Education, upon the recommendation of the State Superintendent of 
Education shall be authorized to make full allotments of funds to any 
school system for the time actually taught, if in the judgment of the State 
Superintendent of Education and the State Board of Education unusual 
conditions beyond the control of the local Board of Education in any school 
are such as to prevent the operation of that school for the required nine 
months minimum term; provided further, that the amount herein 
appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund shall include all monies 
earmarked for public school teachers’ salaries as provided in the Income 
Tax Amendment ratified on the 26th day of August, 1947. The Minimum 
Program Fund shall also include any other appropriations of funds either 
State or Federal, which may be designated by the Legislature as a part of 
the Minimum Program Fund. 


(bb) The total teacher units provided for exceptional children, 
twenty-five (25) may be used in early education programs for exceptional 
children and twenty-five (25) may be used in regional multi-systems, 
and/or state-wide pronase for exceptional children. In addition to the 
regular units allocated in the Minimum Program, the same number of 
teacher units as provided for the school year 1976-77, six hundred fifty 
(650) are provided for the reduction of the class size in grades 1-6. The 
Alabama Education Study Commission and the State Department of 
Education shall have the authority to insure that the intent of the 
Legislature is implemented. 


All special education units other than the early childhood and multi- 
system units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 1-6 shall 
be allocated to local school systems of the basis of enrollment. Units 
earned by a system on this basis which are not used by such system may 
not be reallocated to other systems except those units necessary to 
guarantee school systems not less than the number of units allocated to 
them during the 1976-77 school year. 


In addition to the three thousand two hundred fifty (3250) special 
education units now provided through the minimum program, there is 
hereby provided the sum of fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) to be used 
in the area of special education. The funds to provide for this program are 
included under the programmatic appropriations of Section 3, 16, (aa) 
Minimum Program and the wording in this section (bb) is for explanation 

urposes only and is not intended to be construed to be a second funding. 

hese funds shall be allocated by the State Board of Education on a 
formula developed by the State Superintendent of Education and his staff. 
Each local board of education shall submit a proposal to the State 
Superintendent of Education for the use of funds allocated to its system 
which must be approved by the State Superintendent of Education before 
such funds are disbursed. The proposals may include, but not limited to, 
any or all of the following: (1) Additional teachers, (2) Teacher Aides, (3) 
Materials, sup lies and instructional equipment, (4) Modifications and 
renovations o builinps (including eliminations of architectural barriers). 


Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be 
determined by the State Superintendent of Education. Also, none of the 
teacher unit positions may be filled by teachers not certified as qualified 
Special Education teachers. 
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The State Superintendent, through his staff, shall monitor programs 
to assure that the purposes for which these funds are provided are carried 
out on the approved plan. 


The five hundred (500) teacher units provided in Act No. 197, Regular 
Session, 1976, Section, 3, H, are herewith transferred to the Minimum 
Program and shall be allocated according to a formula provided by the 
State Department of Education. The same benefits provided for other 
minimum program units shall be provided for the driver education units. 


Two hundred (200) kindergarten units are herewith provided for the 
phasing in of the kindergarten program during the specified fiscal year 
shall be dispersed with kindergarten teacher units being at least equal to 
the amount received by the respective local school boards during the 

receeding fiscal year. In addition thereto, all local boards shall receive all 
Rinderparton teacher units now supplied by federal funds if these programs 
continue to be federally funded. 


Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for grades K-6 
and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for grades 7-12 is 
hereinabove appropriated to the State Board of Education for all teachers 
employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III, and Title IV teachers and ESAA 
teachers) and shail be allocated to each county and city board of education 
for the purchase of instructional supplies, materials, and equipment, 
excluding furniture and fixtures. Each local county and city board of 
education shall allocate to the schools in their respective systems an 
amount as set forth hereinabove for each teacher unit in such school 
provided from funds from the State. The faculty and principal of each 
school shall cooperatively develop and recommend to the superintendent 
the amount to be allocated to each teacher for the operation of the 
instructional program within the school. The local school board shall 
ge or disapprove requisitions for purchases from these funds and 
shall issue purchase orders and handle all financial transactions in 
opripliante with this section. It is the intent of the legislature that no fees 
shall be collected in the future in courses required for graduation. In non- 
required courses local school boards may set reasonable fees for courses 
requiring laboratory and shop materials and equipment; provided 
however, such fees shall be waived for students who cannot afford to pay 
the fees. This section shall not be construed to prohibit community groups 
or clubs from fund raising activities; provided, however, that students 
shall not be required to participate in such fund raising activities. Any 
funds provided herein not expended during the fiscal year shall revert to 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(dd) It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the local 
school system under the Minimum Program Fund calculation one (1) extra 
unit or fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate of fifteen (15) 
units or fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Program Fund 
calculation on regular units. The local school system shall assign to each 
school within the system at least the number of teacher units earned by 
that school using the Minimum Program Fund calculation and the 
additional units earned through the one (1) to fifteen (15) ratio as set forth 
herein. No school system may reduce the amount of money expended from 
local funds for teachers during the school year 1976-77 except in instances 
where all schools within the system are accredited or have met every 
requirement of accreditation with respect to teacher/pupil ratios. The local 
school system shall furnish the State Department of Education and the 
Education Study Commission such information as may be necessary to 
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determine that the provisions of this section have been implemented. 
These agencies shall jointly report to the State Board of Education the 
implementation of the above provisions by December 31, 1977, and to the 
Legislature by the first legislative day of the next regular session. 


(ee) The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program 
provides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per teacher unit for each 
teacher earned under the Minimum Program formula to be granted upon 
request of the teacher and administered by the State Board of Education 
and by local school boards under procedures governing sick leave for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. 


(ff) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum 
Program, there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven 
dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, administrative, 
or supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, Vocational 
Education Program and any other units paid from State or local funds to 
provice hospital-medical insurance assistance. No portion of the funds 

erein appropriated for employee hospital-medical insurance may be used 
to pay premiums for any group insurance policy that is available only to 
members of any private organization. 


Provided further that any professional employee eligible for hospital- 
medical assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits because 
of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other than 
those selected under this act, be protected from such coordination of 
benefits to the extent provided by regulation No. 56 of Alabama 
Department of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified 
professional employees in the amount set forth in this appropriation and 
such insurance coverage not to be subject to coordination A benefits. 


The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating professional employees 
selecting the plan(s) and the carrier(s) of the hospital-medical insurance in 
that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall revert to the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund.

The amount necessary for the payment of Board of Adjustment 
awards in accordance with the Minimum Program statutes and 
regulations.

For Principal Supplement the sum shall not exceed $72.00 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Capital Improvements the sum shall not exceed $64.87 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


Sick leave days shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 per 
day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the schedule 
set out hereinabove. 


The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
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the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed the 
sum of $26,066,490. 


The appropriation hereinabove set out for the fiscal year 1977-78 is 
based on 31,057 teacher units. 


It is provided in the event there are more than 31,057 earned teacher 
units for the fiscal year 1977-78, then such amounts as are necessary to pay 
for these excess teacher units is hereby appropriated. 


It is further provided that in the event that there be less earned 
teacher units than those set out above than the amount that would have 
been necessary to pay for these earned teacher units shall not be allotted or 
paid. The appropriations hereinabove made for maintenance is to be 
allocated for repairs and renovations in the various school systems based 
on an earned teacher unit basis. 


(hh) It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made 
the State Board of Education shall patie Teegetariine with the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1978, that in addition to all salary now received and 
all local increments due, all teachers under the Minimum Program shall 
receive salary increases as follows: Teachers holding Rank ‘‘AA” 
certificates not less than one thousand three hundred sixty dollars ($1,360) 
er annum; Rank I teachers not less than one thousand two hundred forty- 
ive dollars ($1,245) per annum; Rank II teachers not less than one 
thousand one hundred thirty dollars ($1,130) per annum; Rank III 
teachers not less than one thousand fifteen dollars ($1,015) per annum; 
Rank IV teachers not less than nine hundred dollars ($900) per annum. 
These increases are for teachers with one hundred eighty-day contracts. 
Additional pro rata salary increases shall be granted for teachers whose 
contracts extend beyond one hundred eighty days. All teachers employed 
from funds other than the Minimum Program shall receive equal 
compensation based upon the rank of certificate. Any county or city board 
of education failing to comply herewith shall not be entitled to share in the 
Minimum Program. 


(ii) In addition to local salary now received and all local increments 
due for the 1977-78 school year, all full-time employees of city and county 
boards of education and oil fll dime employees in the schools under their 
jurisdiction with the exception of those persons listed on the official 
Teachers’ Institute List shall receive a salary increase of not less than five 
hundred dollars ($500) per annum. All adult school bus drivers shall 
receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) per 
annum and all student school bus drivers shall receive a salary increase of 
not less than three hundred dollars ($300) per annum and any county or 
city board of education failing to comply herewith shall not be entitled to 
share in the Minimum Program Fund. 


(jj) The $800,000 appropriated in (aa) is to provide sick leave for all 
bus drivers and full-time, non-certificated personnel employed by city and 
county boards of education and the schools under their jurisdiction and for 
the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind. The boards of control of city and 
county school systems and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind shall 
provide for the payment for all bus drivers and full-time support personnel 
who are non-certificated educational employees for absences resulting from 
sickness, accidents or some other unavoidable cause which prevents such 
employee from discharging his/her duties, and provided, that any 
employee not utilizing or being paid for the sick leave in any one year may 
accumulate days at the rate of one day per month for the months employed 
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and carry over the unutilized days to the next consecutive year or years of 
employment for the same school system or institution or for any other 
school system or institution in which the employee may later be employed 
until he/she shall accumulate a maximum of ninety days. The reasons for 
granting sick leave shall be the same as those for teachers. No 
reimbursement shall be paid to any local school board or to the Board of 
the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind unless a substitute has been 
hired and paid in the absence of any employee who is entitled to sick leave 
as provided herein. 


(kk) Of the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 16 (aa) to the 
State Board of Education for Aistribution of local boards the sum of three 
million eight hundred seventy-three thousand five hundred dollars 
($3,875,500), is allocated for disbursement to local boards of education to 
provide an increase of five hundred dollars ($500) to each lunchroom 
worker in the public schools of the state. This salary increase shall be paid 
to all lunchroom personnel in addition to the local salary now received and 
any loca] salary increments due for the 1977-78 school year.

“Section 1. (a) ‘Cosmetology’ as used in this act is hereby defined 
to mean any one and/or combination of practices generally and usually, 
heretofore and hereafter performed by, and known as the profession of 
beauty culturists, or cosmeticians, or cosmetologists, or hairdressers, or of 
any other person holding him or herself out as practicing cosmetology by 
whatever designation and within the meaning of this act and in/and upon 
whatever place or premises; and in particular cosmetology shall be defined 
and shall include—but otherwise not be limited thereby—the following or 
any one or a combination of practices, to-wit: Arranging, dressing, curling, 
waving, cleansing, cutting, singeing, bleaching, coloring, or similar work, 
upon the hair of any person, by any means, and/or with hands or 
mechanical or electrical apparatus or appliances, or by the use of cosmetic 
preparations, antiseptics, tonics, lotions, creams, or otherwise, massaging, 
cleansing, stimulating, manipulating, exercising, beautifying, or similar 
work, the scalp, face, neck, arms, hands, bust, or upper part of the body, or 
manicuring the nails of any person. 


“(b) ‘Cosmetologist’ shall mean any person, not an apprentice or a 
student, following or practicing coumnebolony on members EP the general 
public for compensation not owning or managing a beauty shop or school 
of cosmetology, and who shall have the qualifications hereinafter provided 
for a cosmetologist.

‘{g) ‘Instructor’ shall mean any person who is a cosmetologist and

shall apply to any instructor employed as a teacher in a school or class 
executed by a public school board of education. 


: “(h) ‘Student instructor’ shall mean a cosmetologist who is receiving 
instructions in teacher’s training in a duly registered school of 
cosmetology. 


“(i) ‘Beauty shop’ shall mean any place or part thereof, wherein 
cosmetology or any of its practices are followed, whether such place is 
known or designated as a cosmetician, cosmetological or beauty shop or 
establishment or whether the person practicing cosmetology therein holds 
himself out as a cosmetician, cosmetologist or beauty culturist, or by any 
other name or designation indicating that cosmetology is practiced 
therein. All beauty shops shall have a managing cosmetologist on duty five 
days a week. 


“(j) ‘School of cosmetology’ shall mean any place or part thereof, 
wherein cosmetology or any of its practices are taught, whether such place

(5) years practical experience in the majority of the practices of 
cosmetology. Board members shall be appointed for terms of five years. 
Vacancies on the board shall be filled by the Governor for the unexpired 
terms. Only one member of the board shall be a member of or affiliated 
with a school of cosmetology. Said board may do all things necessary and 
convenient for enforcing the provisions of this act. The board. may from 
time to time promulgate necessary rules and regulations compatible with 
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the provisions of this act. Any board member may be removed by the 
Governor for just cause. 


“The board shall publish all its rules and regulations, together with a 
copy of this act and its amendments, and distribute the same to all 
licensees affected by the same. Amendments and changes in said rules and 
regulations shall likewise be published by the board and distributed to the 
licensees hereunder. The rules and regulations so published and distributed 
must be retained in each shop or school licensed by the board and must be 
available at all times to personnel in each shop or school and available to 
the general public where interest is manifested. 


“No rule or regulation of the board, or amendment or repeal of an 
existing rule or regulation, shall be effective until 20 days after written 
notice thereof shall have been given to each beauty shop owner and 
cosmetology school licensed under this act, but the failure of any such 
persons to receive the notice shall not invalidate the rule or regulation, 
amendment or repeal, except upon proof that the failure to give the notice 
was a willful violation of this requirement. 


“Section 6. Each board member shall receive twenty-five dollars 
($25) per diem while engaged in the discharge of his or her official duties 
and shall be entitled to necessary expenses incurred therein not to exceed 
the per diem and mileage allowed to other state employees for necessary 
travel involved in the performance of official duties. Such per diem and 
expenses shall be paid from funds derived from the operation of this act, 
and deposited in the state treasury to the use of the board, upon 
requisition signed by the president and treasurer of the board, and on 
warrant of the state comptroller. Any money remaining in this fund at the 
end of each fiscal year shall remain on deposit in the state treasury for the 
use of the Alabama board of cosmetology. The board shall meet at such 
times and places as the members shall agree upon. The majority of the 
members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. The board shall prescribe rules for its government and have a 
seal with which to authenticate its acts. 


‘Section 7. The board shall meet at such times and places as the 
members shall agree upon. The majority of the members of the board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The board shall 
prescribe rules for its government and have a seal with which to 
authenticate its acts. Members of such board shall not be entitled to the 
per diem and expenses hereinabove provided for more than forty days 
during any calendar year. Members of the board shall be paid $35.00 per 
day for transaction of board business not to exceed fifty days during any 
calendar year and such board members shall also receive travel and 
expenses as other state employees. Such compensation and expenses shall 
be paid from funds derived from the operation of this act, and deposited in 
the state treasury to the use of the board upon requisition signed by the 
president and treasurer of the board and on warrant of the state 
comptroller. Any money remaining in this fund at the end of each fiscal 
year shall remain on deposit in the state treasury for the use of the 
Alabama board of cosmetology. 


“Section 9. No person shall be admitted to examination or receive a 
license under this act, except as otherwise provided for in this act, unless 
such person shall possess the following qualifications: 


(a) Cosmetologist.—Except as otherwise provided for in this act, 
no person may be licensed as a cosmetologist in any one or combination of 
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the practices of cosmetology under this act, unless such person shall pay 
the pristine! licensing fee as hereinafter provided for, and have an education 
equivalent to the completion of ten grades in school and shall have served 


and completed the required time and studies as follows: 


“1, For a complete course of cosmetology, consisting of all or the 
majority of practices thereof in a school of cosmetology, of not less than 
1,200 1,500 hours of continuous training not to exceed more than eight (8) 
hours in any one day; 


“2. Or as an apprentice in a beauty shop for a period of not less than 
three thousand (3,000) hours over a minimum period of one (1) year of 
training not to exceed eight (8) hours in any one day; or, in either event, 


“3. _ Shall have passed an examination to the satisfaction of the board 
as provided in this act. 


“(b) Manicurist.—Except as otherwise provided for in this act, no 
manicurist may be licensed as such unless such person shall pay the 
original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for and shall have completed a 
course of training of not less than ieee hundred (300) hours in a school of 
cosmetology, or shall have served as an apprentice in a beauty shop for a 
period of not less than three hundred (300) hours of continuous training 
not to exceed more than eight (8) hours in any one day, and shall have 
lee an examination to the satisfaction of the board as provided for in 
this act. 


“(c) Managing Cosmetologist.— Except as otherwise provided for in 
this act, no person ey be licensed as a managing cosmetologist, unless 
such person shall pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for, 
and shat be a licensed cosmetologist, and has served as such in a registered 
beauty shop or school of casmnelology for a period of not less than two 
years one year prior to such application for a license as managing 
cosmetologist. 


‘(d) Apprentices.—Apprentices in cosmetology shall be registered 
upon the payment of the original fee as hereinafter provided for, payable 
upon the commencement of the apprenticeship in a duly registered beauty 
shop. Such apprentice shall be at least sixteen (16) years of age at the time 
of such registration and shall have an education equivalent to the 
| nko of ten grades in school. Provided, that any beauty shop that 
shall take an apprentice shall immediately file with the board the name and 
age of such apprentice, and the board shall cause the same to be entered in 
a register kept for that purpose, provided said apprentice shall at no time 
be concurrently i in a school of cosmetology except for 6 hours of 
theory training per week. 


“Y(e) Students.—Students in cosmetology shall be registered by the 
board upon enrollment in a registered school of cosmetology, and upon 
certification by such school of such enrollment. A student shall be at least 
sixteen (16) years of age at the time of such registration and shall have an 
education equivalent to the completion of ten grades in school. Provided, 
that any school of cosmetology that shall enroll such a student shall 
immediately file with the board the name and age of such student, and the 
board shall cause the same to be entered in a register kept for that purpose. 
Students in beauty schools are allowed to work in beauty salons after 
completion of seventy percent of the total hours required in beauty school 
only when school is not in session. One student trainee will be allowed for 
the first managing cosmetologist and one additional student for each three 
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additional licensed cosmetologists attached to its staff. Such student must 
be enrolled with the board and receive permit to work in beauty salon 
before beginning work. Fee of $3.00 is required. 


“(f) Instructors.—Except as otherwise provided in this act, no 
person may be licensed as an instructor in any one or combination of the 
ractices of cosmetology unless such person shall pay the original licensing 
ee as hereinafter provided for, and shall hold a license as a cosmetologist 
arte to him pursuant to paragraph (a) in this section hereinabove, and in 
addition, 


“1. Shall have completed not less than 1,250 hours in a teacher’s 
training course in cosmetology in a registered school of cosmetology, to be 
eligible for admission to examination; or 


“2. Shall have not less than one (1) year of experience as an active 
practicing cosmetologist prior to enrollment as a student instructor and 
supplemented by not less than 650 hours in a teacher’s training course in 
cosmetology in a registered school of cosmetology, in order to be eligible 
for admission for examination. 


“No instructor or student instructor shall be permitted to practice 
cosmetology on the public other than such practical work as shall pertain 
directly to the teaching of practical subjects to students. 


“3. Shall have an education equivalent to the completion of twelve 
grades in school in order to enroll in a course for teacher’s training in any 
registered school of cosmetology. 


“Any person duly licensed to practice in any field related to 
cosmetology may apply to the board for a permit to teach theory in the 
field in which he is licensed to practice, and upon proper proof of 
qualifications, said board may issue such teacher’s permit to the applicant. 


(g) Student Instructors.— Student instructors in cosmetology shall 
be registered by the board upon enrollment in a registered school of 
cosmetology, and upon certification by such school to the board of such 
enrollment. A student instructor at the time of such enrollment shall hold a 
license as a cosmetologist. Upon the completion of the course prescribed by 
this act for a student instructor, said student instructor may make 
application on 4 form provided by the board and pay the examination fee as 
hereinafter provided for. Said board shall thereupon cause such applicant 
to be examined for an instructor’s certificate, said examination to be given 
by the board. Upon such applicant’s successfully passing said examination 
and the pa ment of the original licensing fee of an instructor as hereinafter 

rovide for said board shall issue and give an instructor’s certificate. 
rovided that any school of cosmetology that shall enroll any person as a 
student instructor shall immediately file with the board the name and age 
of such student, his qualifications qualifying him for such course as herein 
rovided and the board shall cause the same to be entered in a register kept 
or that purpose. 


“The sufficiency of the qualifications of applicants for admission to 
the examinations or for licensing as herein provided for shall be determined 
by the board, subject to such provisions as the board shall make. 


“Section 11. No school of cosmetology shall be granted a certificate 
of registration unless it shall employ and maintain a sufficient number of 
competent instructors, at least one for every twenty students in 
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attendance at any one time; shall possess apprraus and equipment 
sufficient for the proper and full teaching of all subjects of its curriculum; 
shall keep a daily record of the attendance of each student; maintain 
regular class and instruction hours, establish grades, and_ hold 
examinations before issuance of diplomas; and shall require a school term 
of training for a complete course comprising all or the majority of the 
practices of cosmetology as provided in Section 9(a) of this act, together 
with the minimum number of hours therein prescribed; and shall include 
practical demonstrations and theoretical studies and study in sanitation, 
sterilization, other safety measures, and the use of antiseptics, cosmetics 
and electrical appliances, consistent with the practical and theoretical 
requirements as applicable to cosmetology or any practice thereof, as 
provided in this act. Any such school that shall enroll student instructors, 
shall not have at any one time more than one two student instructor 
instructors for each licensed instructor actively engaged in such school. 


“Section 12. Every person who desires to engage in any of the 
practices designated to be within the meaning of this act shall file with the 
secretary of said board a written application for a certificate to practice or 
for an examination and license to practice, as the case may be, and as 
provided in this act. Such application shall be accompanied by a certificate 
stating that such applicant has been examined by a physician for veneral 
disease; communicable skin diseases and tuberculosis, and that, in the 
opinion of the examining physician, such person is either not infected with 
any such disease, or if infected with syphilis that it is not in a stage of that 
disease which is communicable. The examination on the part of the 
physician shall include a physical examination, and approved laboratory 
test for syphilis, and x-rays or such other tests for tuberculosis as are or 
shall be approved by the state board of health. The physician’s certificate 
shall be accompanied by a statement from the person in charge of the 
laboratory making the required tests, or from some other person 
authorized to make such reports. A special form shall be used to show the 
result of the tests and shall be transmitted to the physician by the 
laboratory. The certificate of the examining physician and the statement of 
the person authorized to make reports for the laboratory shall be on a form 
approved, provided, and distributed by the Alabama state board of health 
or any similar form which may be used by any physician or laboratory 
authorized by the state board of health to perform such examinations and 
laboratory tests. The laboratory tests required by this section shall be 
performed by approved methods either in a laboratory of the Alabama 
state board of health, a laboratory operated or approved by the board of 
health or similar department of another state within which such laboratory 
is situated, or a laboratory operated or approved by an agency of the 
Federal government. Such laboratory tests must be made within thirty 
days prior to the filing of the application for a certificate to practice or for 
an examination for a license to practice. Physical examinations 
hereinabove required may be made by physicians duly licensed to practice 
medicine in Alabama or in the state in which they reside. Upon the request 
of each applicant for a certificate to practice or for an examination and 
license to practice, as the case may be, the health officer of any county of 
this state shall make the necessary examinations and issue such 
certificate, if the same can be properly issued, without charge to the 
applicant. 


“Such applicant shall, under oath, submit photographs, satis- 
factory proof of the required age, educational qualifications, and of his 
good moral character. He shall also deposit the required fee hereinafter 
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provided for. Every person who desires to engage in any of the practices 
designated to be within the meaning of this act shall file with the secretary 
of said board a written application for a certificate to practice or for an 
examination and license to practice, as the case may be, and as provided in 
this act. Such application shall be accompanied by a certificate of health 
giving the dates and results of a chest x-ray or skin test and a standard 
test for syphilis. Such tests must be made within 45 days prior to filing of 
the application for a certificate to practice or for an examination for a 
license to practice. 


‘Section 14. The examination of applicants for a license to practice a 
classified profession as designated under this act shall be conducted under 
rules prescribed by the said board and shall include both practical 
demonstrations, written and oral tests in reference to the practices for 
which a license is applied and such related studies on subjects as the board 
may determine necessary for the proper and efficient performance of such 
practices; and shall not he confined to any specific system or method, and 
such examinations shall be consistent with a prescribed curriculum for a 
beauty school or schools of cosmetology and the practical and theoretical 
requirements for the practice of cosmetology as provided by this act. 


“Temporary permits will be extended until the next state board 
examination for persons failing the state board examination for the first 
time. Persons failing the state board examination for the second time must 
return to beauty school for 375 additional hours or trail for 600 additional 
hours in a beauty salon and then retake both parts of the state board 
examination. 


“Section 16. The various fees to be paid by the applicants for 
original registrations, original licenses, annual renewals, temporary 
permits, licenses issued upon reciprocity, and examinations as required 
under this act, shall be as follows:
